The Colonel took 
ne part in the proceedings, but his*presence 
was significant enough to induce the mem-

‘useless to talk of a republic, as neither 
Russia_nor Austria would permit it. He 
further urged that the proposed new Con- 
stitution would giye King Peter far less 
power than that enjoyed by the President 
of the Uniced States. ,

PREPARING ROYAL PALACE, 


Workmen: were busy all day and night at 
the palace removing all signs of the trag- 
edy and repairing the damages caused by 
flying bullets, preparatory’ to the installa- 
The Ministers had 


promised to conduct the newspaper men to 
the scene of the tragedy to-day, but when 
the reporters attended at the appointed 
hour they were curtly told that the in- 
spection had been postponed until to- 
morrow. It was evident:that all traces. of 
the massacre had not yet been removed. 

No further poogress has been made in the 
revision of the Constitution.. Many of the 
better class of Servians aver that the 
present ministry is inclined, to conservative 
ideas and desiressto protract the delibera- 
tions on the subject of the modification of 
the Constitution until the ‘arrival of King 
Peter, thus giving the new sovereign a free 
hand in granting a new Constitution. This 
is partly confirmed by the report of the 
committee of the chamber appointed to 
revise the Constitution, which had been in- 
structed to produce an entirely new one, 
based on the Constitution of 1888. The more 
liberal politicians strongly object to the 
incorporation in the new Constitution of 
the principle that the people should re- 
ccive the Constitution from the King at all. 

The town is perfectly calm and quiet 
is apparently assured. . 

Guns boomed frequently in honor of King 
Peter, the church bells rang merrily, and 
simultaneously along the main . street 
marched a funeral procession. Accom- 
panied by all the panoply of the Greek 
Church a regiment of soldiers, with its 
band, was carrying to the grave the re- 
mains of a young Lieutenant, to whom had 
been accorded the title of the ‘“ Army’s 
aro a title which was gained as fol- 
ows: 

The commandant of a division encamped 
in the environs of Belgrade was surprised 
in the palace by the conspirators on the 
night of the assassinations and managed 
to escape. 

He found a mounted orderly, took his 
horse and galloped to the encampment of 
his division to summon some of the regi- 
ments to the assistance of the King. Just 
before reaching the camp the Lieutenant 
who was buried to-day overtook the com- 
mandant and in the sanguinary fight which 
ensued the commandant was killed and 
the Lieutenant was mortally wounded. He 
died yesterday. 

The procession excited little interest. The 
only pathos in the scene was caused by 
the mother of the dead officer . walking

He thereupon 
explained that from his point of view the 
assassinations of the King and Queen were 
an act of mercy as by utterly destroying 
the dynasty instead of deporting the sov- 
erel ‘the likelihood of a civil war 
precluded.

CETTINJE, Montenegro, June 16.—The 
proclamation of Prince Peter Karageorge- 
vitch as King of Servia was received with 
the greatest satisfaction by Prince Nicho- 
las, King Peter's father-in-law, and the 
Montenegrins generally. Salutes were fired, 
bells were rung, and bands paraded the 
town, which was beflagged and-was illum-

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SWEEPING VIGTORY FOR 
GERMAN SOCIALISTS 


Have Probably Gained 15 Seats 
in Reichstag Elections, 


Total Vote May Be 2,500,000—Richter 
Wing of Radicals Loses One-third of 


Its Entire Representation. 


BERLIN, July 17.—The leading feature in 
the Reichstag elections which were held yes- 
terday was the success of the Social-Demo- 
crats, who have probably increased their 
representation in the Reichstag by fifted: 
seats and their total vote. to upward of 
2,500,000, or 400,000 more than in 1898, All 
the parties concede the success of the So- 
clalists, which has been at the expense of 
them all. = 

The Soctalists gained one seat im Berlin 
and 63,000 votes; seats in Dresden, Sol- 
ingen, Pirna, Plauen, Zittau, Doebeln; Al- 
tenburg, Darmstadt, Limbach, Schwartz- 
berg, Bielfeld, Baireuth, and Bremen. 
They lost seats in Sorau and Bernburg. 

The Socialist gains in Saxony caused Herr 
Bebel to-night to call Saxony “the Red 
Kingdom."' 

The most pronotinced Socialist success 
was in Essen, Krupp’s town, where the 
Socialists increased their vote from 4,400 
to 22,705. The Centrist party also increased 
its vote there from 20,108 to 35,864. 

The returns as yet are far from com- 
plete. In the city districts, where the So- 
cialists are strong, they are nearly all in, 
and the rural and small town districts can- 
not change the result to any great extent. 

The Richter wing of the Radicals seems 
to have suffered most, having lost eight 
members, or nearly a third of its whole 
representation. The Barth wing of the 
Radicals lost three members, and the Na- 
tidnalists and Conservatives have lost Sax- 
ony. 

Herr Richter, sometimes called the 
“Mirabeau of the House,"’ will probably 
have to submit to a second contest, as he 
only has a plurality and not a majority, as 
the law requires. Herr Barth, Prof. Momm- 


sen, and Herr Bassermann must also tty a 
second time. 

Bremen is lost to the Liberals, Herr 
Frese being defeated by a saloon keeper 
named Cchmalfeladt. 

A confusing factor in fixing the rela- 
tive positigns of parties in the new Parlia- 
ment is the number of second elections 
which must be held on June 25. in all 
constituencies where no candidate recelyed 
a padocity. The number of these second 
elections in 1898 was 192 out of 807, and 
probably second elections must be held 
thts year in quite as many.

There, as all over the empire, the Socialist 
war cries were “‘ Bread. usury, and dear 
meat.” Tie Berliner Tageblatt says the 
food quesiion gave the Socialists their 
rains, anc the result of the elections is 
accepicd by that organ as a disapproval! of 
the new taiff. 

Crowds of Socialists held jubilation meet- 
ings all night, addressed by Herr Bebel, 
Herr Singer, and other favorite orators, 
who said they had reason to hope for close 
on three million votes. 

The polling in the elections began at 
10 o'clock in the morning and proceeded 
quickly under the new modified Australian 
Ballot law, the electors rarely staying in 
the booth more than a quarter of a minute. 
In Berlin the balloting was not accompanied 
by the least disorder, even in the so-called 
slum precincts, 

All the political parties resorted to. the 
election tactics, often practiced in Germany, 
of sending voters from the strong districts,

law really only requires one day’s resi- 
dence. The Socialists, it is alleged, sent out 
some thousands of colonists from their 
Berlin strongholds to uncertain constitu- 
encies.

JACKSON, Ky., June 16,—The arson cases 
were disposed of to-day when Crawford 
and Tharp, teamsters for Hargis, were set 
free and no indictments were returned by 
the Grand Jury. 

A hung jury, if not acquittal, is the pre- 
diction freely made in the case of Jett and 
White. All fair-minded men agree that the 
Commonwealth has proved its case. Yet 
it is believed that the jury has felt the 
weight of threats of revenge and that it 
will fail to do its duty in the case which 
closed this afternoon. To-morrow the ar- 
guments will be made and the jury may 
get the case by evening. 

Judge Hargis, who testified to-day, defied 


the court. He had his own way, suffering

HEPPHER'S GREAT LOSS. 


BY FLOOD CONFIRMED. 


The Number of Dead Between 
300 and 500. 


Thrilling Incidents of the Catastrophe 
—A Horseman. Gave Lexington 
Warning and Saved Many 
Lives. 


HEPPNER, Oregon, June 16.—Estimates 
of the loss of life by Sunday night’s cloud- 
burst differ widely, but the number of dead 
is certain to reach 300, and it may be 
swelled to 500 when all are accounted’ for. 
One hundred and ten bodies have been 
buried, and -it is known that fifty are 
missing. Still others, who were strangers . 
in the town, are supposed to be among the 
lost. 

People are coming here from all directions 
in wagons and on horseback, and the work 
of recovering bodies and burying the dead 
is proceeding as fast as possible. The prop- 
erty loss and destruction of buildings alone 
will aggregate probably $1,000,000. This is 
regarded as a conservative estimate. 

One hundred and fifty of the best resi- 
dences were swept away. The débris is 
piled along the railroad track to the height 
of freight cars. 

A Ist of the dead who have been iden- 
tified and buried includes eighty-five 
names. Among the unidentified ure a wo- 
man about thirty-eight years oid; a dark- 
complexioned man about thirty years old; 
two young boys, and six babies. One, hun- 
dred and fifty known persons sr2 miasing. 

Among the incidents of the catastrophe 
was the saving of three lives by Julius 
Keitley, an old man of seventy years, who 
rode a mile and a half on the roofs of

STORIES OF EYE WITNESSES. 


ECHO, Ore., June 16.—N. I. Tooker of 
Portland, who was at Heppner when the 
disaster happened, was the first to bring 
the news. He witnessed the disaster, and 
remained at Heppner until 9 o’clock yes- 
terday. He says the rushing torrent came 
at 5:30 in the evening, when most of the 
inhabitants were at their evening meal. 
His narrative follows: 

“From the time the flood came until it 
went into the regular channel of the creek,. 
flowing throwgh the town, was about two 
hours. It was about 5 o’clock when the 
storm first started to gather to the west of 
Heppner, It was a small, dark cloud at 
first, but it rapidly grew worse, accom- 
panied by heavy wind and lightning. It 
was undoubtedly the last heavy erash of 


| lightning that caused the water to fall in 


such an immense body. It struck fairly in 
the cafion of Willow Creek, six miles above 
town, and there was no warning until the 
mighty wall.of water had reached town. 
As it came rushing down the creek bed it 
tore down everything in jts path. When it 


| reached Heppner the water was more than 


fifteen feet high, splashing, falling, leap- 
ing, and creating a mighty, roaring, rush- 


; ing flood. . 


‘All were taken so suddenly and with-; 
out warning that nothing could be done to» 
save those who were caught in the rushing 
waters. Homes, stores, and. buildings in 
the main portion of the town were torn, 
loose and driven onward, one jam causing 
the water to pile into another, and then 
sweep away again, causing more buildings. 
to go. : 

MAD RUSH TO THE HILLS. ‘ 

“Those who were on the streets shouted 
warnings as they rushed madly to the hills. 
for their lives. They did not dare to turn, 
back, or they, too, would have been swept> 
away.

SALT LAKE, Utah, June 16.—John W.

$250,000 Goes to His Son and the Resi- 
due of the Estate, Value Unmen- 
tioned, to His Widow. 


The will of Elliott Zborowski, better 
known as Count Zborowski, who was killed 
in an automobile accident near Nice, 
France, on April 1, was filed for probate 
in the office of the Surrogate yesterday.

Count Zborowski was killed in an auto- 
mobile hill-climbing race between Nice and 
Turbie. His car turned a sharp angle too 

uickiy, turned over, and was wrecked. 
The Count was hurled against a wall, his 
head was split open, and he died instantly. 
His friend, the Baron de Pallange, who 
was acting as his chauffeur, was also 


killed, 

Elliott Zborowski was forty .cight years 
old at the time of his death. When a young 
man he was conspicuous in society here, at 
Newport, and in foreign capitals, where he 
lived after the death of his father, Martin 
Zborowski, which occurred in 1878.

Ordinance Appropriating $15,000 to Ex 
terminate the Pest Around Bal- 
timore Hung Up.

urban Company, teld the inside story of 
the troubles of the Metropolitan—how the 
company was running heavily in debt; how 
President H. H Vreeland, left almost alone 
to manage the affairs at that critical time, 
threatened to resign his office; how the 
‘promoters of the merger scheme hoped 
eventually to gain control of the Manhat- 
tan Elevated Road after all the surface 
lines were acquired,and how that great plan 
Was frustrated, or at least sidetracked for 
the time being, by dissatisfied stockholders. 
Preceding Mr. Whitney, Augustus D. Juil- 
liand,. answering questions as to his con- 
nection with the Metropolitan Securities 
Company, which is financing the Metro- 
politan-Interurban Railway lease deal, said 
that he had been invited by Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., which company, in turn, is back of the 
Securities Company, to join the syndicate. 
He had investigated and had taken 200,000 
shares—half of the amount for himself and 
the other half for an institution whose 
name: the court decided he need not divulge. 
Mr. Fowler, President of the Ontario and 
Western Railway, said he was a Director 
of the Interurban Company, and that, at 
the suggestion of. Kuhn, Loeb & Co., he 
had«= become President of the Securities 
a He gave his understanding of 
Yease plan, which was the same as had 
been given by previous witnesses. 
THOMAS F. RYAN TESTIFIES. 
Thomes F. Ryan testified that he had 
béen interestéd in street railroads in New 
Work for more than thirteen years. Asso- 
ciated with him during that time, he said, 
Were William C. Whitney, Mr. Widener, 
Mr. Elkins, Mr. Dolan, Jacob H. Schiff and 
others.

I may say there 
are two ways to get back to the history of 
the company. There are two ways in 
which a corporation like the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company can increase the 
value of its stock, two great ways in addi- 
tion to the ordinary method of its busi- 
ness. These two ways we have pursued for 
years. A company with as large a business 
as the Metropolitan had accumulated could 
take another corporation for all that it 
was doing, for all the business it then had 
ard all it was then Worth, and by combin- 
ing with it, by virtue of the power of its 
own business, could make it worth a great 
deal more, and it was that that had 
strengthened the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company. It had combined street 
raiiroads in New York, paying for them all 
they were ever worth at the time, but the 
combined business was a great deal more 
th.n the separate business. So that they 
had increased very much the value of the 
franchises by putting them together. 

‘Each separate tranchise was made a 
great deal more valuable by being com- 
bined together so as to make the joint 
business a great deal larger. So that was 
done under a system of laws under which 
you had to give transfers over your whole 
city, and we had carried that combination 
so far, and we had to give so many trans- 
fers that one-half of our fare, instead of 
five cents, was down to two and a half 
cents practically, and we could not have 
gone on yee a the business of the Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway Company at all, 
because we could not afford to enlarge the 
business that carried this transfer system 
any further. 

“ When, therefore, these gentlemen of- 
fered as a privilege to the stockholders of 
the Metropolitan Street Railway Company 
the right to take an investment in the Se- 
curities Company, they ‘invited the stock- 
holders of the Metropolitan Street Railway 
to take an investment in the company that 
would have enabled them to have gotten 
a majority of the stock; and have an ele- 
vated railroad if they chose, and gone on 
with this power of combination.

TROLLEY CRASH IN TUN 
Two Cars Wrecked at 39th Street and 


Park Avenue, and Several Pas- 
sengers Slightly Hurt. 


The collision between two south-bound 
Madison Avenue cars in the tunnel at 
Thirty-ninth Street and Park Avenue yes- 
terday morning wrecked the cars’ and 
caused slight injuries to several of the 
occupants. Ambulances were sent from 
Flower, Roosevelt, and Bellevue Hospitals, 
but their services were found needless. 

The accident occurred on the dividing line 
of three police precincts—the West Thir- 


tieth Street, the East Bde Pret ge and the 
Grand Central. As a result of a dispute 
among the policemen who gathered, two 
hours after the accident, none of the three 
stations had any report of the occurrence 
noted on the blotter. . 

The car that was run intogwas at a stand- 
still on the south crossing in the tunnel, 
when a car, in charge of Thomas Tommino, 
motorman, of 107 Halsey Street, Brooklyn, 
crashed into it from behind. Witnesses say 
that the motorman jumped off without 
turning off the power. 

Daniel O’Connor, living at One Hundred 
and Twenty-fourth Street and Highth Ave- 
nue, who was sitting on the rear seat of 
the first car, had his face and hands cut 
by flying glass, and his back was sprained. 
Others were more or less shaken up and cut 
by glass. 

As there was a repair shop at Thirty- 
fourth Street, the tracks were soon cleared.

CROWDED CAR STRIKES TRUCK. 


A Dozen Persons in Williamsburg Are 
injured, Four Seriously, by the 
Collision. 


By a colftsion between a car of the Reid 
Avenue line, in Williamsburg, at Broad- 
way and Manhattan Avenue, and a five- 
ton three-horse truck of the Scranton 
Lehigh Coal Company yesterday, at least a 
dozen persons were injured, four seriously. 

The car, which contained sixty passen- 
gers, going to the Broadway ferries, was 
in charge of Patrick Whalen, motorman. 


His car was going down grade on Broad- 
way. When near Manhattan Avenue the 
truck was suddenly driven on the tracks 
by the two men in charge—Henry Meyers 
of 262 North Tenth Street and John T.

They were carried to 
a@ nearby drug store, as was also Meyers 
and Behan, who were unseated and struck 
the pavement on their heads. 

Two women who leaped from the car and 
whose names the police were unable to 
ascertain limped away, while several 
others who were cut and bruised did not 
wait to receive medical aid, but continued 
on their way. 


HEALTH OFFICERS SHIFTED. 


Assistant Sanitary Superintendent of 
Brooklyn Put in Charge in Man- 
hattan—Other Changes. 


There was an unexpected shifting of four 
officials of the Health Department last 
Monday, and other officials are on the 
anxious seat as to what is to come next. 

On reaching his office, on Clinton Street, 
Brooklyn, Friday afternoon Dr. Joseph H. 
Raymond, Assistant Sanitary Superintend- 
ent, found orders awaiting him to report 
Monday morning at Department Headquar- 
ters in Manhattan and there relieve As- 
sistant Sanitary Superintendent Bensil, the 
latter having been ordered to Brooklyn. 

The other change was that of Chief In- 
spector of the Bureau of Contagious Dis- 
eases. Dr. Frederick A. Jewett of Brook- 
lyn changed places with Dr. 
Manhattan. 

In Brooklyn last night Dr. Raymond said 
he understood he was to remain in Man- 
hattan only one week, when he would be re- 
lieved by the Assistant Sanitary Superin- 
tendent of either Richmond or Queens. The 
idea, he said, was to give an opportunity 
for all Health Officers to familiarize them- 
selves with Manhattan methods and to uni- 
fy the system, The idea, he said, was an 
excellent one. He explained that he is to 
spend each morning in the Manhattan of- 
fice and the afternoons at His regular post 
in Brooklyn. 


GIRL’S SHOCKING FATE. 


Dies of Injuries Inflicted by an Assail- 
ant Near Wilmington, Del.—A 
Negro Suspect Arrested. 


WILMINGTON, Del., June 16.—Helen §. 
Bishop, the seventeen-year-old daughter of 
the Rev. EK. A. Bishop, Superintendent of 
the Ferris Industrial School, four miles 
from this city, who was yesterday assault- 
ed and slashed with a knife, died late this 
afternoon as a result of her injuries. 
George White, a negro who is charged with 
the crime, could not be taken before her 
for identification, because she had died 
before this was possible. 

The agsault took place on a public road 
some time yesterday. About 5 o'clock in 


the afternoon the girl wag found crawling 
along the road. Her thrOat was cut in 
three places and she was otherwise in- 
jured. Soon after being found the girl 
lapsed into unconsciousness, from which 
she never rallied for a moment. 

The police think they have the right per- 
son in White, who was arrested while in 
bed last night on the Woodward farm. 
The accused negfo does not admit the 
crime, but the police say they have prac- 
tically positive evidence that he commit- 
ted the crime. A knife found at the scene 
of the assault was identified to-day by 
White’s employers as belonging to the ac- 
cused, although White insists it does not.

ASSEMBLYMAN IN A RAID. 


Isidor Cohn Says He Was Present as 
Counsel in Alleged Bowery 
Poolroom. 


Fifty-seven prisoners were taken in a 
raid yesterday afternoon on an alleged 
poolroom at 171 Bowery, near Rivington 
Street. Only two of them were held. As- 
semblyman Isidor Cohn was present at the 
raid, but he explained that it was only in 
his capacity as counsel. The room, it is 
said, was conducted by a member of a 
well-known family of east side politicians. 
He was not captured, however. 

A feature of the place raided was the 
means of escape provided for the alleged 
operators of the place. This consisted of 
a sort of trolley arrangement. In the rear 
wall of the alleged poolroom, behind a par- 
tition where the employes of the place are 
said to have done business, was driven a 
big spike. Firmly attached to the spike 


was a three-quarter-inch Manila rope, 
which passed out of the window and was 
tied to a pole erected at the further end 
of the yard behind the house, within two 
or three inches of a one-story extension of 
Miner's Papen Theatre. 

Leaning against the extension, with its 
lower end on the flagging of the court- 
yard of a house on Chrystie Street, was a 
long ladder. The theory of the police is 
that the proprietor of the room and other 
principals slid down the rope to the ex- 
tension and then clambered down the lad- 
der into the yard of the Chrystie Street 
house and escaped out into the street. 

The men held were John Raymond of 17 
Fcrsyth Street, alleged sheet writer, and 
Max Cohn, who said he was a dealer in 
bar fixtures, and gave his address as 171 
Bowery.

SHELDON HAS DECLINED OFFICE 


Goes to Washington to See President, 
but Says He Will Not Head 
County Committee. 


Before George R. Sheldon left New York 
last night for Washington to take luncheon 
with President Roosevelt to-day at the 
White House, in response to the telegraph- 
ic invitation received by him on Monday, 
he said emphatically that he could not be 
considered at all in connection with a pos- 
sible elevation from the Treasurership to 
the Presidency of the Republican County 
Committee. 

This declaration was made by him after 
it had bee. announced by Senator Platt 
that President Roosevelt desired to see Mr. 
Eheldon become the head Of the organiza- 
tion in this county, and after the Senator 
also had stated that the President had sent 
for Mr. Sheldon for the sole purpose of per- 
svading him to take that position. 

‘There is absolutely no new reason why 
I should take the Presidency of the Re- 
publican County Committee,” said Mr. 
Sheldon. “I already have declined the po- 
sition, as I cannot do any good there, and 
1 do not see why I should be expected to 
make any further sacrifices from my busi- 
ness,"’ 

Unless the head of the committee is se- 
lected at the White House to-day, it is 
practically certain that there will be no 
choice at to-morrow’s meeting of the 
county organization.

At a conference between General Man- 
ager W. W. Wheatley of the Public Service 
Corporation and the Jersey City Board of 
Trade last night, the subject of an im- 
proved trolley service was considered, 

Members of the board asked that trans- 
fers be given from one to another of the 
three lines consolidated under the new 
management, and that through cars be run

Washington | Inspectors Said to 
_ Have Returned to Capital. 


Reported Action to be Taken in Brook- 
lyn, and Postmaster Roberts Says 
He Courts Investigation. 


at was said by local Post Office Inspect- 
ors yesterday that, as far as they knew, all 
the special men sent here from Washington 
to investigate the affairs of the New York 
office had retiirned. At least none of them 
appeared during the day at\the lotal head- 
quarters, where Inspector Ashe is in charge. 

“We have never known anything about 
the doings of the men from Washington,’ 
said one of Mr. Ashe’s staff. ‘‘ There seems 
to be a misconception as to the way we 
Inspectors do business. We are ali under 
erders direct from Washington, and even 
those assigned to this city permanently are 
in mo way under the supervision of the New 
York Postmaster. What we investigate we 
report to Washington.” 

Gén. Burnett, United States District At- 
tcrmey, returned to the city from his farm 
and said that no postal scandal case had 
een presented to him for consideration by 
the June Grand Jury, which mects to-day 
"he May jury met, attended to some minor 
business, and was discharged yesterday. 

Gen.,Rurnett said that if there is an ar- 
rest to be made in this district the war- 
rant has to be obtained from United States 
Commissioner Shields and executed by the 
Marshal. or one of the Deputy Marshals. 
Commissioner Shields said he had received 
no application for a warrant in any postal 


case. 

There was a report that trouble was 
brewing in Brooklyn, but over there it was 
said at the offices of the United States 
District Attorney, the Commissioner, and 
the Marshal that no arrests were in pros- 
pect so far as the officials knew. Post- 
master Roberts said he was ready for any 
investigation of the Brooklyn office. 

When Postmaster Van Cott was seen in 
his office in the afternoon he said that he 
_had almost completed his report that the 
Post Office Department requested in re- 
gard to the forty cashiers about whom there 


Was some question of status. He said he 
expected.to forward the document to-day, 
but would make public none of its contents.

Department with the chutes through 
the ssion of a suspicious monopoly, 
that he held the patent on chutes. Nobody 
could infringe his patent, which the postal 
authorities had adopted. It was eighteen 
years ago, about the time skyscrapers be- 
came common, that he invented the chute. 
After Mr. Pearson, Postmaster of New 
York, had refused to adopt the new 
scheme, the inventor took his plan to Wash- 
ington, and the Postmaster General ap- 

roved of it. Since then he has been renew- 
ng his patent and getting out new ones for 
improvements on the apparatus, the last 
one having been granted two months ago. 

The trouble over the chutes arese, it is 
said, because W. E. D. Stokes, owner of 
the Ansonia: Hotel, found that the Cutler 
Company would not make him a bronze let- 
_ ter Sox like that of the Waldorf-Astoria 
* for less than $2,000. Mr. Cutler, after Mr. 
Stokes had objected to the price, replied 
that the owner might get his chute built 
elsewhere, as well as the box at the bottom 
of ahs but that he must not infringe upon 
the Cutler patent. It was then that r. 
Stokes made the complaint about a monop- 


oly. 

tn regard to the appointment of Dr. Rich- 
ardson, brother-in-law of the Superintend-

WASHINGTON, June 16.—The contest be- 
tween the bidders for the contract for print- 
ine and making up the blanks and books 
used in the money order service will be 
referred to the Assistant Attorney Gen- | 
eral for the Post Office Department to 
pass on the responsibility of the lowest 
bidder, Paul Herman of Rutherford, N. J. 
The other bidders are the Wynkoop-Halen- 
beck-Crawford Company of New York, the 
Dunlap Printing Company of Philadelphia, 
and the Metropolitan Printing Company of 
New York. 

The bids of the last two are so high as 
to be out of consideration. Herman’s bid 
is about $45,000 below that of the Wyn- 


koop - Hallenbeck - Crawford Company. 
Herman was formally employed by this

officials. as especially competent in his 
line of work. Avshort time before bids were |! 
advertised for in the money order print- | 
ing he resigned his place and decided to 
try to get the contract tor himself. Super- 
intendent James T. Metcalf of the money 
order service regarded Herman's ability so | 
highly that he consulted him in drawing 
up the specifications for the contract 
which is now being striven for, not knowing | 
he was to be a bidder. 

Metcalf was surprised to find that Her- | 
man was himself a bidder, and at once 
questioned his ability to carry out the 
contract. Metcalf has nothing to do with 
letting the contract, but his advice

Summoned to New York to Tell Grand

WATERTOWN, Wis., June 16.—F. E.

_ It is this ee of the matter upon which 
it is said the Watertown men will be in- 
terrogated. It probably will be the desire 
of those having the investigation in charge 
to ascertain the wholesale price of the 
machines and the relations sustained be- 
tween the agents who have supplied the 
Government and the company. 


HITCH IN IRISH LAND BILL. 


John Redmond’s Amendment Defeated 
in Division Which Imperils the 
Government. 


LONDON, June 16,—The deadlock which 
has arisen between Chief Irish Secretary 
Wyndham and the Irish leader, John Red- 
mond, as a result of to-day’s debate in the 
House of Commons, in which John Red- 
mond’s amendment to the Land Bill abol- 
ishing the minimum price at which the 
landiord may sell, was opposed by Mr. 
Wyndham and rejected by the House, 
threatens to imperil not only the Irish 
Land Bill, but the existence of the Govern- 
ment. 

During the present session the Ministry 
has more than once escaped defeat because 
of the support of the Nationalists, and, 
while Mr. Chamberlain’s fiscal policy ren- 
ders the Government’s position precarious, 
the support of the Irish members is more 
than ever necessary to the Ministers. Sev- 
eral Unionists supported John Redmond in 
the division lobby, after having in the 
course of the debate vainly advised Mr, 
Wyndham to agree to compromise. 

As a matter of fact, had the Irish leader 
challenged a division earlier in the even- 
ing the Government would then have been 
defeated, and Mr. Redmond’s omission to 
thus snatch an advantage from the ab- 
sence of many Unionist members seems to 
indicate his desire to do everything possible 
to insure the passage of the bil and en- 
deavor to induce the Government to re- 
consider its position. The whole ng | of 
Nationalists voted in support of John Red- 
mnond's amendment, with the result that the 
MOVIRMORE 5 majority was reduced to 41 
votes, 

The Liberal leaders at a meeting to-night 
resolved rot to challenge Mr. Chamber- 
lain's zollverein proposals by a formal ics- 
olution in the House of Commons, but to 
confine themselves to attacking his poli.y 
whenever an opportunity offers. 

The amendment to. the bill, introduced 
by Mr. Redmond, seeks to aholish the min- 
imum price at which the landlord mey;sell, 
even though the landlord and tenant might 
agree on a lower price. It was rejected 
by a vote vu? 217 to 170. 

In the preliminary debate on the meas- 
ure Chief Irish Secretary Wyndham de- 
clared that he considered that limits on 
bargains were essential precautions. He 
Was unable to accept Mr. Redmond’s pro- 
posal to raise the minimum reduction to 
15 per cent. in the case of second-term rents 
and to 25 per cent. in the case of first- 
term rents. 

Mr. Redmond expressed regret at Mr. 
Wyndham’'s decision and said that if the 
amendment was not accepted by the Gov- 
ernment he was afraid they had arrived 
at the parting of the ways. The Nation- 
alists must stand by the amendment, and 
there must be further consideration of this 
point by the Government, otherwise 95 per 
cent. of the Irish members would be found 
in the lobby against the Government. Irish 
opinion was united, and if no concession 
was made it would be impossible for the 
Irish members to represent the bill as ac- 
ceptable to the Irish people. 

‘imothy M. Healy (Nationalist) suggested 
that the Government might get out of the 
entanglement by bestowing larger dis- 
cretionary powers on the Estate Commis- 
sioners. 

John Morley, (Liberal,) who said he feared 
the bill was in great peril, complained of 
Mr. Wyndham’s attitude. He said the Eng- 
lish and Scotch members would only sup- 
port the bill so long as it was acceptable 
to all the Irish representatives. 

Mr. Wyndham said he realized the grav- 
ity of the situation, but the minimum re- 
ductions must remain 10 and 20 per cent 
respectively. He was ready to consider 
an amendment affecting non-judicial tenan- 
cies. 

Mr. Redmond retorted that this was no 
concession whatever, as the bulk of the 
tenants were judicial tenants. 


CONSUL GENERAL RESIGNS. 


Col. Turner, Whose Post Was at Ot- 
tawa, Telegraphs to Washington— 
Offers No Explanation. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, June 16.—Col. Turner, 
United States Consul General at this port, 
has telegraphed his resignation to Washing- 
ton. It is said that he and Mrs. Turner 
may take up their abode here permanently. 
When asked to-day why he had resigned, 

Col. Turner said: 
“‘I have no statement to make about the 
matter. I have resigned, that is all. My 


resignation has nothing to do with any 
trouble at Washington, but is a private 


| matter.”

Mexican Government Sends a Check for 
$1,420,682, Breaking All Records 
in Arbitrations. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Ambassador 
Clayton has cabled the State Department 
that the Mexican Government yesterday 
deposited to his credit $1,420,682 on account 
of the Pious Fund award. This prompt- 


ness on the part of the Mexican Govern- 
ment in meting its obligations has broken 
ail records in arbitrations. 

The money will be remitted to Archbishop 
Riordan, bishop of San Francisco, the titu- 
lar claimant, as there have been no assign- 
mente to attorneys in interest. 


ADVERSE TO CANAL TREATY. 


The Only Colombian States Which Fa- 
vor It Are Said to be Those on 
the Isthmus. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Additional ad- 
vices coming to the State Department from 
various sources respecting the prospects 
of ratification of the Panama Canal treaty 
by Colombia continue to be so conflicting 
as to leave the officials here in doubt as 


to the outcome. It is believed, however, 
that the weight of opinion in Colombia is 
adverse to ratification. 

The sentiment favoring ratification seems 
to be confined principally to the three 


‘provinces of Panama, Cauca, and Antioquia, 


which make up the Isthmus of Panama 
proper. The States in the interior of the 
country which would not be directly bene- 
fited by the development of isthmian trade, 
according to the reports, show signs of 
increasing opposition, 
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CUBA'S CHANGE OF HEART 


Visitor to Island Says Reciprocity 
Is No Longer Desired. 


Officials Favor It, but Business Men Do 
Not See Anything in It for 
Cuba. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—According to 
Herbert J. Browne of this city, who has 
just returned from a lengthy visit to Cuba, 
the reciprocity treaty between the island 
and the United States, which occupied so 
much of the time of the last Congress, is 
not regarded with as great favor now by 
the business classes of Cuba as when the 
treaty was pending. Mr. Browne talked 
with many merchants and planters while in 
Cuba and had opportunities to become ac- 
quainted with the sentiment of the business 
men on this question. 

“The enthusiasm that obtained some 
months ago among the Cubans for reci- 
procity has waned,” said: Mr. Browne. 
“They did want reciprocity with the Unit- 
ed States, and about a year ago a fund of 
$80,000 was subscribed by the business men 
to promote it. They got nothing for their 
money, and have concluded that there is 
nothing for them‘in the further pursuit of 
reciprocity. 

“They declare they are better off as they 
are, and do not propose to make further ef- 


forts to secure reciprocal relations with 
the United States. If reciprocity comes 
they will accept it, but they seem to care 
little about it. But while the business men 
are indifferent the officials still favor reci- 
procity. Apparently they meintain the 
same interest in that matter as of old. 

The business men, however, say that, hav- 
ing made a careful examination of the 
schedules of the proposed reciprocity treaty, 
they are convinced there is not sufficient 
inducement in the rates prescribed for the 
admission of Cuban products into the Unit- 
ed States to be of material benefit to the 
planters and merchants of Cuba, while the 
rates proposed on merchandise imported 
from the United States into Cuba would be 
of slight benefit to the island, and fail to 

ive that measure of increase to American 
mportations that has been claimed for 
reciprocity. Under the proposed treaty the 
business men of Cuba declare that Ger- 
many ‘would continue to control the knit- 
goods business, Spain the shoe trade, Great 
Britain and Spain the linen and cotton 
goods, and Scotland would continue to have 
the trade in sugar-mill machinery, leaving 
the United States with that trade only 
which it now possesses. There would be 
something of a cut in the customs receipts 
by the proposed reciprocity, but that eut 
would not bring corresponding benefit to 
the people of Cuba.”’ 

Mr. Browne says the outlook for the crops 
of the island is most encouraging, espe- 
clally sugar. On this point he says: 

“The sugar producers have made this 
year the second record crop in the history 
of the island, the crop being over 1,100,000 
tons. Next year the crop is expected to be 
the largest ever produced. At the present 
price of sugar all of the ‘centrals’ equipped 
with modern machinery are making some 
money—enough to encourage them with re- 
spect to the future. 

“The United Fruit Company, an Ameri- 
can concern, and the largest frult company 
in the world, is now putting in 100,000 or- 
ange trees around Nipe Bay.”’ 


| Perilous Annual Cleaning of Figure at 


Dome of the Capitol in Wash- 
ington Begun.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—The Statue of 
Freedom, at the dome of the Capitol, is get- 
ting ready for its Summer bath in dilute 
sulphuric acid. Two workmen have for a 
week past been engaged in fastening around 
the huge bronze figure a scaffolding of 
scentling and planks on which to spend a 
month or more cleaning the statue. At the 
height of 857 feet and with only a coping 4 
inches wide, the work has been risky and 
slow, but the men finally succeeded in 
Luilding a? a strong staging without any 
accident. It is a matter of congratulation 
to those who have charge of the dome and 
the statue that, with the single exception 
of a demented young man, who threw him- 
self from the lantern and was dashed to 
death on the roof below twenty-five years 
ago, no lives have been lost in all the work 
that has been necessary to preserve the 
great structure. 

It was intended to clean the statue with 
pumice stone, but it was found th this 
process would leave the bronze shining with 
a polish that it would take years of rain 
and shine to remove. The cleansing acid will 
leave the surface of the metal dull and 
lustreless. The workmen found the meta! 
in good condition, all the joints being ap- 
parently undisturbed by the elements. Here 
and there are scars where lightning has 
struck the statue and melted the bronze or 
gcuged deep gashes and raised sharp welts 
in its surface. 

The statue has stood complcte in its place 
vearly forty years. ‘The period will ve 
rounded out Dec. 2. 190%, the anniversary 
of the death of John Brown at Charlestown, 
Va. The colored people of Washington as- 
sociate with this famous statue the great 
fact of Erown’s heroism and call attention 
to the circumstance that in the Presiden- 
tial quadrenninm preceding its erection the 
armies of the United States crossed tue 
Potomac in the war for the Union, and the 
proclamation of emancipation was signed 
by Abraham Lincoln, giving liberty at ; 
stroke of the pen to 3,000,000 human beingsS 


OPIUM IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Secretary Root 
has decided that nothing further shall be 


done regarding the proposed Opium act of 
the Philippine Commission until it has had 
the most careful consideration here in 
Washington. The commission has been so 


informed by cable, and the, Opium bill, 
which had passed its second reading, will 
remain in its present condition until the 
Secretary of War reaches a conclusion, 

A copy of the bill has been received at 
the War Department. It prohibits the sale 
to and use of opium by all persons except 
the Chinese. Sales are to be controlled by 
a concessionary, who may acquire the right 
to sell opium ‘in the islands by bidding for 
the privilege every three years, There is 
a provision for Mcenses and control of the 
traffic. 

Many protests have been received at the 
department against the proposed law, and 
the Secretary has been urged to take steps 
to prohibit its sale entirely.

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HARD GOAL STRIKE — 
HAS BEEN AVERTED 


Miners’ Convention Elects Con- 
ciliators by Districts. 


The Three District Presidents Chosen— 
Operators Satisfied with This Ac- 
tion—Grievances Referred to 
Conciliators. 


SCRANTON, Penn., June 16.—There will 
be no strike in the anthracite region grow- 
ing out of the refusal of the operators to 
recognize the credentials of District Presi- 
dents Nicholls, Fahy, and Dettrey, selected 
by the Joint Executive Board of the United 
Mine Workers as the miners’ representa- 
tives on the Board of Conciliation. 

The convention of the United Mine Work- 
ers to-day elected the three District Pres- 
idents by districts as their representatives, 
and the operators through President George 
F, Baer of the Reading Company an- 
nounced that this action would be satis- 
factory. 

When the miners’ convention adjourned 
Monday afternoon it was for the ostensible 
purpose of giving the Committee on Resolu- 
tions opportunity to frame a report em- 
bedying the sentiment of the convention as 
expressed in the motions and speeches of 
Monday afternoon's session. During the 


night and early this morning, Mr. Connell 


of the Conciliation Board, on the one hand, 
and President Mitchell on the other, com- 
municated with one another through Dr. 
Charles P. Neill, who was sent here as a 
reace envoy by some members of the Strike 
Commission, and the result was a tentative 
agreement that if the miners in the three 
separate district conventions elected repre- 
scntatives, those representatives would not 
be objected to by the operators. 

When the convention opened this morn- 
ing, President Mitchell read the report of 
the Committee on Resolutions, providing 
for the election of conciliators by separate 
district conventions. The resolutions call 
attention to the refusal of the anthracite 


coal operators to recognize the members of - 


the Board of Conciliation selected by the 
Executive Boards of the United Mine Work- 
ers of the three anthracite districts, and 
state that such selection was in accordance 
with the award of the Anthracite Coal 
Strike Commission. 

Continuing, the resolutions declare that 
though satisfied with the manner of the 
selection of the representatives, it is de- 
cided to remove any possibility of misun- 
derstanding concerning the legality of ap- 
pointment by having this convention of ac- 
credited representatives of the three dis- 
tricts of the United Mine Workers give 
*“ ungualified indorsement to the action of 
the Executive officers in appointing Messrs. 
Nicholls, Dettrey, and Fahy to represent us 
on the joint Board of Conciliation, and we 
hereby authorize them to act as our repre- 
sentatives in the adjudication of all dis- 
putes growing out of the interpretation or 
application of the award of the Anthracite 
Coal Strike Commission and in any other 
way growing out of the relations of the 
omplorers and employed."’ 

The report was adopted unanimously, but 
with absolutely no show of enthusiasm. 

President Mitchell then announced that the 
three districts would vote separately on the 
selection of representatives on the Board 
of Conciliation. While the delegates of one 
district were voting, he explained, those of 
the other two districts would remain silent. 
Nominating resolutions similarly worded, 
except as to nominee and locality, were 
presented in turn by delegates previously 
selected from each district, and with rous- 
ing and unanimous “ yeas”’ the three dis- 
trict Presidents were duly elected as con- 

| clliators. 

With a rising vote the convention as a 
whole indorsed the action of the districts. 
“It is unanimous,” declared President 
Mitchell. 

On motion of Secretary Dempsey of the 
First District the convention authorized its 
Chairman and Secretary to issue credentials 
to the newly elected concillators.

he said, and presumed they were correct. 
The average price had only gone up to 
$4.52. The June price, he thought, would 
reach $4.62, and the miners would have a 
2 per cent. increase coming to them. 

In commenting on a grievance presented 
by engineers, President Mitchell said: ‘‘ As 
far as I can learn some of the engineers 
ought not to get anrryng at all. They 
were granted a Sunday holiday by the 
commission, yet they work the seven days 
as formerly, so as to get an extra day's 
pay.”

NEW HUNGARIAN PREMIER. 


Lonpox Times—New YorK TIMEs

JEWS BLAMED FOR MASSACRE. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 16. — Father 
John of Cronstadt, whose fiery condemna- 
tion of the Kishineff massacre was pub- 
lished in the St. Petersburg liberal news- 


papers, has published the following in the 
anti-Semitic Quamia, the new organ in St. 


Petersburg: 
“To My Beloved Christian Brethren in 
Christ of Kishineff: 

‘From the newspaper accounts succeed- 
ing the first published reports concerning 
the Kishimeff catastrophe I have concluded 
that the Jews themrelves were the cause 
of the recent disorders, that it is the Chris- 
tians who suffered in the end, and that the 
Jews have been doubly repaid for their 
losses and injuries by their own brethren 
and others. 

‘TI know this from Bye on letters also, 
which I have received from people who 
have lived a long time in Kishineff, who 
are well acquainted with affairs there, and 
who are most epeety. Therefore [I 
say to the Kishineff Christians, Mrgive the 
reproach on account of the horrors that 
were committed, which I cast upon you 
alone. From the letters of eye witnesses I 
am convinced now that one cannot lay all 
the blame upen the Christians, who were 
provoked to the disorders by the Jews, and 
that the Jews were mainly responsible for 
the catastrophe.” 

No Russian newspaper of any weight, 
except the Novoe Vremya, has attempted to 
palliate the massacre or lay the blame on 
the Jews. 

Prince Urosoff, hitherto Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of the Government of Tambof, has 
been appointed Provisional Governor of 
Bessarabia, in succession to Gov. von Raa- 
ben, who was dismissed as a result of the 
Kishineff massacre, 


DEFICIT IN FRENCH BUDGET. 


Project for an Inceme Tax Submitted to 
Provide the Needed Revenue. 


PARIS, June 16.—Finance Minister Rou- 
vier presented the budget for 1904 in the 
Chamber of Deputies to-day, and also a 
project for an income tax. It estimates the 
expenditure at $714,360,000 and the receipts 


at $702,740,000. In order to provide for the 
deficit, $1,162,000, the yield of certain taxes 
will be augmented. 

The Minister rejects the issuance of bonds 
or the imposition of new taxation and pro- 

ses to raise a considerable portion of the 

eficit by denouncing the_ reciprocity 
treaty with Brazil, thus permitting the 
restoration of the duties on Brazilian cof- 
fee, This and certain fiscal expedients will 
balance the budget. 

The proposed income tax is a reform in 
the system of direct taxdtion, with the view 
of throwing more of the burden on the 
wealthy classes. Incomes under $100 are 
rot taxed. Above $100 the tax is 1% per 
cent., but a préportion of the income is ex- 
empted on a graduated scale, falling from 
85 per cent. on incomes under $200 to 10 
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r cent. on incomes under $4,000. Above 

,000 the exemption ceases, the whole in- 
come paying the tax. Another feature of 
the income measure is a tax of 4 per cent. 
on rent, the chief portion of the burden 
falling on the larger rents. 


PRUSSIAN OFFICER HURT. 


Prince Wilhelm of Weid Dragged by 
His Horse at Reviewing Ground 
Near Berlin. 


BERLIN, June 16.—Prince Wilhelm zu 
Wied was dragged by his stirrup and had 
his leg dislocated in a runaway accident at 
the reviewing ground near here to-day. The 
horse evertually ran into the neighboring 
woods and the Prince was caught between 
two trees leaning together. 

Prince Wilhelm zu Wied is an officer of 
the Prussian Regiment of the Bodyguards. 
He is a second cousin of Queen Wilhemina 
of Holland, and at one time it was regard- 


‘ed as an assured fact that he would be se- 
lected to be the husband of the young 
Queen. He was born in 1876, and is the 
second son of the Prince of Wied and her 
Royal Highness Wilhelmina Frederick, 
Princess of Holland. The young Prince is 
a nephew on the paternal side of Carmen 
Sylva, Queen of Roumania. 


CASTRO’S SHARP PRACTICE. 


Heads Off Claimant from invoking 
Mixed Tribunal by Giving Him 
Award for Small Sum. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, June 16.—The 
following advices have been received here 
from Caracas; ‘ 

According to the Mexico-Venezuelan pro- 
tocol signed at Washington May 8, if the 
Venezuelan tribunal did not render a judg- 
ment before June 1, 1908, in favor of the 
claimant in the case of the Mexican citi- 
zen Martinez Debrio, who claims $400,000 
for money lent to Venezuela in 1826, the 
mixed tribunal was to consider the claim 
and adjudge it. To the astonishment of all 
in Caracas, and indicating how Venezuela 
is disposed to act regarding the foreign 
claims, the Venezuelan Federal Court was 
charged by President Castro to reopen the 
case, which had lain dormant since 1869.

‘RERITTING THE SHAMROCKS 
Jury Masts Taken Out Yesterday 
at Erie Basin. 


The Challenging Yachts May Be Dry- 
docked To-day—How the New 
Yacht Looked Stripped. 


Erie Basin, where Shamrock III., the 
challenger for the America’s Cup, and 
Shamrock I., the challenger of four years 
ago, are now lying, yesterday was the 
centre of attraction for all yachtsmen, 
Many vf them also took advantage of the 
opportunity to admire the Erin, Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s handsome steam yacht, which is 
docked near the two Shamrocks, and to 
look again at Shamrock II., which came 50 
near winning the Cup in 1901, and which is 
now high and dry near the Erin. 

Good progress was made yesterday in 
the work of changing the rigs of Sham- 
rocks LL. and III, The bowsprits were 
shipped in the morning, and at 4:10 P. M. 
the Merritt & Chapman derrick Century 
iMfted out the challenger’s jury mast. Aa 
hour later Shamrock I. had been shorn 
of her ketch rig, and both yachts lay in 
the dock with their hulls quite bare of 
rigging. Hull for hull, and without the 
ungainly jury rigs, the grace and beauty of 
the new boat as compared with the old 
challenger was most marked. 

The spars of both yachts are lying along- 
sidc on the pier. The mast which Sham- 
rock III. will use in her races here is now 
on the way from Glasgow on the Anchor 
liner Columbia, which is due to arrive here 
on Saturday, so there will be ample time 
in which to paint the yacht and clean her 
underbody before the mast is stepped. The 
emergency mast which arrived last week 
on the Ethiopia is an immense spar, com- 
bining mast and topmast in one piece in 
order to save weight and windage, and, 
measured by the eye, is about 170 feet long 
and 26 inches in diameter at its thickest 
part. Seven feet of this length will be bur- 
fed under deck, leaving the distance. from

deck to truck approximately the same as 


that of Reliance. The boom now lying on 
the pier is 112 feet long, or four feet short- 
er than the one which Reliance fs using at 


present. From the mast to the bowsprit 
is 90 feet, which will give her a base line of 
we feet. The new mast and boom, which 
wili arrive on Saturday, are both longer 
than these now lying on the pier. 

Shamrock I.’s spars are considerably 
Smaller, and her mast probably will be 
stepped to-day. ,

ASCOT’S BRILLIANT OPENING. 


King Edward's Derby Entry Won the 
‘Prince of Wales Stakes. 


LONDON, June 16.—The Ascot race meet- 
ing opened to-day under more promising 
weather conditions, after almost a week's 
incessant deluge, which caused the rivers 
to overflow, flooding vast tracts of the 
country. The attendance at Ascot, how- 
ever, hardly reached the average. 

The royal procession, with postillions and 
outriders, left Windsor Castle shortly after 
noon. .King Edward, Queen Alexandra, the 


Prince of Wales, and the Duke of Cam- 
bridge oceupied the first carriage. Seven 
other carriages, all drawn by horses ridden 
by searlet-clad postillions, composed the 
rest of the procession. These vehicles con- 
tained their Majesties’ Ascot guests, amon 
whom were the Duke and Duchess of Marl- 
borough. The royal party was accorded an 
enthusiastic reception on entering the 
royal box. 

The race for the Gold Vase, presented b 
the King, (for three-year-olds and upward, 
two miles,) was won by Zinfandel. Florinda 
Was second, and Wavelet’s Pride was third. 

he race for the Ascot Stakes, (of 20 sov- 
eréeigns each, with 2,000 sovereigns added;

Tammany Fight Against Devery in the 
Ninth Is Begun Formally. 


Frank J. Goodwin was launched as the 
Tammany organization candidate for the 
Democratic leadership of the Ninth Assem- 
bly District, at a meeting held last even- 
ing at his headquarters, the Horatio Sey- 
mour Club, in Eighth Avenue. Resolutions 
were adopted placing Mr. Goodwin in the 
field, and speeches were made in his favor 
by Thomas F. Smith and Alfred J, Talley. 
Witliam 8. Devery and his supporters were 
roundly denounced. 

Mr. Goodwin acted as the Chairman of 
the meeting, in his capacity as the head of 
the Horatio Seymour Club. Thomas F. 
Smith, the Secretary of Tammany Hall, de- 
clared that Devery was a blot on the Dem- 
ocracy of the city, and that in turning 
against the Tammany organization and de- 


nouticing organization the ex-Chief had 
placed himself finally and completely be- 
yond the breastworks. 

“ Devery is a disgrace to any party or 
any organization,’’ said Mr. Smith. “* He 
is a clown, at whom the entire city is 
laughing. such ridicule directed at him 
does not hurt him, but hurts. everybody 
who may be willing to stand for him. It 
has been conclusively shown that Devery 
never will be permitted to take his seat in 
a Democratic Btate convention, nor will he 
be admitted to the councils of Tammany 
Hall. He was no more elected leader of 
ris district last year than was the King of 
Siam. The transfer provision of the pri- 
mary law permitted him to win by bring- 
ing in outsiders from other districts. That 
cannot be done now. Moreover, we have the 
poll blanks now, showing that this is the 
regulurly recognized Tammany organiza- 
tion of the district. Goodwin is our leader, 
and we are going to eiect him to the dis- 
trict leadership this Fall,”’ 


MAY SURVIVE RATTLER’S BITE. 
Snake Charmer Pewsrs’s Condition Im- 


proving—Worst of the Poison’s 
Virulence Passed. 


Clyde W. Powers, the snake charmer of 
the Bostock Animal Show at Sea Beach 
Palace, Coney Island, who was bitten by a 
diamond-back rattlesnake last Friday 
night, is still critically ill in a ward of the 
Reception Hospital, Coney Island. A num- 
ber of specialists in snake poison have been 
summoned to his aid, including Drs. Simon 
Flexner and Charles Wilson of Philadel- 
phia. Peter Gruber, a retired circus per- 
former, known throughout the country as 
“ Rattlesnake Pete,’’ who has himself been 
bitten fully a score of times by poisonous 
reptiles, was summoned from Rochester by 
long-distance telephone last Sunday night, 
and reached the bitten man’s bedside on 
Monday. 

Dr. Smith, the house surgeon of the Re- 
ception Hospital, says that if Powers holds 
his own for another twenty-four hours his 
chances of recovery will be very good. For 
the first time since the injury the patient 
yesterday had recurring spells of conscious- 
ness. At noon the poison had reached the 
height of its virulence, since which time the 
swelling marking its ravages has been held 
in check. A peculiarity of the external 
manifestation of polsoning by the species 
of rattler that attacked Powers is the spot- 
ting of the body and niming of the eyes 
characteristic of the snake itself. These 
signs showed to-day, but “ Rattlesnake 
Pete” says they are not necessarily omi- 
nous. The physicians agree that the prin- 
cipal Sanger now is the possibility of the 
patient’s heart suddenly giving out. He is 
very weak, but is being sustained by heart 
stimulants. The poison is being absorbed 
by administering liberal draughts of milk, 
all that the patient can be induced to drink, 
and by external applications of sugar of 
lead and opium. he injured man’s pa- 
rents, who live in Marion, Ohio, have been 
apprised of his accident, and are hurrying 
to his bedside. 


CHICAGO TRACTION RIGHTS. 


Mayor Harrison Will Ask Courtcll to 
Advertise for Bids—Settiement with 
Old Companies Unlikely.

CHICAGO, June 16.—Within thirty days 
Mayor Harrison Will ask the Council to ad- 
vertise for bids for the traction privilege 
of the entire city of Chicago, unless the im- 
probable happens and a. franchise settle- 
mént is made with the old companies be- 
fore that time.

ENGINEERING WORK IN CAMP, 


Twenty-second Regiment Throws Up 
Earthworks—Company B Build- 
ing a Bridge.

CAMP PORTER, PEEKSKILL, Juné 16.— 
It was another tnpleasant day for the 
Twenty-sécond Engineers in catfip here. 
The sky has been overcast all day, but the 
rain held off until night. Col. Thurston, 
Ordnance Officer; Col. George Wingate, 
Post Adjutant; Col. John M.- Stearns, 
Quartermaster, took a fifteen-mile horse- 
back ride through the country southeast of 
Peekskill this afternoon. Several baseball 
games were playéd on the parade grounds, 
and the regiment’s nine will play the 
.Peekskill nine at Nelson Park, Peekskill, 
to-morrow afternoon. ‘A programme of 
field day sports has been arranged for 
Thursday, beginning at 3:30 P. M. 

The cessation of the. rain this morning 
afforded the regiment an opportunity to 
begin the breastworks. Company G at 7 
A. M, epared the und half a mile 
north of the mess hall by cutting away the 
saplings and clearing the underbrush. When 
the main body of the regiment arrived 
forty-five minutes latef the earth and 
es ger began to fly. At noon earthworks 
100 feet long and of considerable height 
had been thrown up. 

The afternoon was given up to special 
work by each company. For instance, Com- 
pany E policed its street until the roadbed 
appeared as clean and smooth as a hard- 
wood floor, Company G madé profiles; 
Company IF fascines, and Company K 
gabions, 

The most interesting task is assigned to 
Company B, and is under the supervision 
of Lieut. Brown, It is the building of a 
“spar’’ bridge about fifty feet long across 
and over a smal! ravine just to the west of 
the long flight of stairs at the entrance to 
camp, This bridge will be constructed of 
native timber, which was cut yesterday 
and to-day. 

Lieut. Brown had also ,constructed a 
rough apparatus for his odometer. The 
wheel (circumference of nine feet) has been 
made of tent flooring, and the long han- 
dies, trail, and side work of saplings and 
limbs all cut about here, It is a — of 
what might be done in field service without 
nails, hammer, or chisels. The fast€nings 
are with sapling lashings.

ALASKA OIL DEVELOPMENT. 


A Canadian and English Syndicate 
Gains Control of the Large 
Kayak Fields. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TACOMA, Washington, June 16.—It was 
announced to-day that Mackenzie and Mann, 
millionaire railroad builders of Toronto 
and Montreal, have secured control of the 
best portion of the Kayak, Alaska, oil 
fields. This gives the Canadian and Eng- 
lish syndicate represented by Mackenzie 
& Mann a great advantage over the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, which is just sending a 
number of experts to Kayak. 

Two years ago the Alaska Development 
Company secured control of forty thousand 
acres of oil lands gdjacent to Kayak. The 
property was leas#d under a royalty to the 
Alaska Steam Coal and Petroleum Com- 
many, which hereafter will be managed by 
Mackenzie and Mann. They have chartered 
the steamship Newsboy at San Francisco 
and the schooner Orillia to carry north a 
great quantity of pipes and machinery just 
received from Pittsburg, together with lum- 
ber and other supplies. 

Last Fall an immense oil gusher was 
struck on the company's property by drill- 
ing 300 feet. Oil was thrown into the air 
fifty feet and cap with great difficulty. 
A hundred men will be employed this Sum- 
mer sinking an additional well. Haifa mil- 
lion dollars will be spent in development 
work, including the probable erection of an 
experimental refinery. 


BOND ISSUE ENJOINED. 


Judge Clark Orders Investigation Into 
Vote Cast by City of Nashville to 
Aid Tennessee Central Railroad. 


Special to The New York Times. ' 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 16.—The issuance 
of $1,000,000 bonds by the City of Nash- 
ville in aid of the Tennessee Central Rall- 
road Company has been temporarily en- 
joined by Judge Clark of the United States 
Court. The taxpayers voted to issue the 
bonds two years ago, and the proposition, 
was carried by about Tl votes. The valid- 
ity of the action was at once attacked, and 
the matter has been in litigation since that 
time. 

A validating law was passed at the last 
session of the Legislature, but Judge Clark 
holds that while the law is curative ip 50 
far as it applies to any clerical errors, it is 
insufficient and powerless to validate an 
illegal ballot. The opponents of the meas- 
ure say that more than 700 illegal ballots 
were cast, and Judge Clark has ordered that 
an investigation be made. If this number is 
found it will be more than sufficient to 
everturn the situation. 


JUSTICE SUCCEEDED BY SON. 


Henry T. Kellogg to Fill Vacancy 
Caused by Resignation of S. 
Alonzo Kellogg.

ALBANY, June 16.—Goyv. Odell to-day ap- 
pointed County Judge Henry T. Kellogg of 
Plattsburg to fill the vacancy on the Bu- 
pheme Court bench made vacant by the 
retirement of his father, 8. Alonzo Kellogg, 
whose resignation was handed to the Gov- 
ernor a few hours previously. THe New 
York Times pointed out three weeks ago 
that such a result was being worked out 
by Clinton County Republicans with a view 
to securing the Judgeship for fourteen 
years, Justice 8. Alonzo Kellogg’s term ex- 
pired with the calendar year 1904, but the 
Clinton County Republicans did not want 
to take any chances. 

There are eleven counties in the Fourth 
District, and five of them have no home 
Justice. The Fourth Judicia] District Re- 
publican Convention has been called to 
meet in Saratoga June 25 to nominate a 
guccessor to Justice John M, Kellogg of 
St. Lawrence, who was appointed by the 
Governor until the next general election to 
fill the vacancy caused by the retirement 
of the late Lesiie W. Russell. It is likely 
now that the call will be amended so as to 
include Henry T. Kellogg, who, iike John 
M., can only serve under the appointment 
until Dec.#61 next. An appointment by the 
Governor is equivalent to a nomination b 
the convention, so it is expected that both 
John M. and Henry ff ellogg will be 
nominated on June 25 by the Republicans, 


CHICAGO WILL NOT LEND. 


New York Houses Offer Five and Five 
and a Half Per Cent. for Money.

CHICAGO, June 16.—New York commis- 
sion houses were bidding 5 per cent. in 
Chicago to-day for five months’ money 
and 5% per cent for eights months. But 
local institutions declined to lend at the 
rates quoted. They asked 5% and 6 per 
cent., and were indifferent about loaning 
at these quotations, which were \% per cent. 
above the rates to local borrowers.

Holder of Trophy: Hackett Beaten , 


“in Challenge Round. 


Final Rounds of Metropolitan Tourna- 
ment Draw Good'Crowd at West 
“Side Club’s Court.’ —

Holcombe Ward won the metropolitan. 


championship in tennis yesterday by defeat- 
ing Harold H. Hackett, the holder of the 
trophy, on the courts of the West Side Ten- 
nis Club at One Hundred and Sixteenth 
Street and Amsterdam Avenue, It was 
practically a Harvard victory over Yale, 
for Ward and Hackett; respectively, repre- 
sent the play of’ those institutions: The 
match was the feature contest of the tour- 


nament which has been in progress on the’ 


courts of the club for. more than a week. 
Hackett was the winner of the tourna- 
ment and trophy last year, and the match 
yesterday had decidedly a Hackett look un- 
til the third set. The latter surprised his 
most ardent adherents by his dashing play 
during the fore part of the match, and he 
won the first two sets in brilliant style, but 
his stronger opponent, while not playing his 
top game, took the last three and deciding 
sets, winning the match, 6—8, 2—6, 7—5, 6—4, 
6—2. 

A good-sized gallery was on hand, among 
the number being many experts. who were 
quick to see and appreciate the fine points 
of the match. They had ample opportunity 
to do this, for both Hackett and Ward 
played brilliantly at times, but the latter 
made careless shots, and time and again 
returned to the net instead of Hackett’s 
court. 


The method of attack on the part of the 
two men was closely outlined in the open- 
ing set. Hackett did not risk anything at 
the net unless the most ‘tempting oppor- 
tunity offered, and then he usually brought 
off the point. He played almost entirely 


from well back in his court, relying upon 
the marvelous passing stroke that he pos- 
sesses and the length of his drives, On both 
these Hackett was accurate to a nice de- 
gree, for his returns had both length and 
syeed. Occasionally he lobbed in order to 
compel Ward to abandon the place of van- 
tage at the net. 

n the other hand, Ward accomplished 
tg ead nothing from the place near his 
ase line. His returns were woefully lack- 
ing in length, the ball landing in the net 
with most exasperating frequency. When 
he got to the net his cross court shots were 
nearly always good for the point, but Hack- 
ett fave him few opportunities in this di- 
rection, for he drove the ball cutting along 
the side lines at a speed which made return 
on the part of Ward practically impossible. 


There was another difference which was. 


particularly noticeable between the two 
contestants, and that was the service used 
by each. Ward frequently tried a great re- 
verse twist service. Hackett merely served 
a straight, easy ball that gave Ward plenty 
of chance to stroke it as he would, and the 
consequence was that because of his inac- 
curacy he often sent the return out. 

Chiefly by passing Ward at the net Hack- 
ett took the first set at 8—6, despite the 
strenuous efforts of the Harvard man to 
make an attack upon his opponent by kill- 
ing the ball. 

n the second set Ward played a combi- 
nation of brilliancy and carelessness that 
was remarkable for him. He gave Hackett 
all sorts of opportunities to use his .fore- 
hand strokes with most telling effect, for 
Hackett repeatedly passed Ward despite 
the other's efforts to get in any diffi- 
cult return. The best part of Ward's 
scoring in this set was accomplished by 
his running swiftly to the barrier behind his 
return and killing the ball. In this re- 
spect he was very much like his former 
partner in the doubles, Dwight F. Davis, 
who hazarded all spon a single stroke. 
Hackett's driving and passing were easily 
the feature of the set, and he completely 
overwhelmed Ward so that only eight 
games were necessary, the set ending at 


Ward steadied himself in the third set, 
and for a time each scored on his ser- 
vice e. This continued up to 5-all, 
at which point Ward went to the net, and 
by working like a beaver finally won at 
i—5. Then followed a short rest. At the 
resumption of play the old tactics were 
resumed. Hackett placed more to Ward's 
backhand side of the court, and they held 
evenly up to 8-all on games: Then Ward 
forced his piace at the net and took the 
lead at 5—8 and the set at 6—4. 

Hackett began to play more sloWly in 
the fifth and deciding set. Ward, on the 
oppesse side, began to send over a fusillade 
of shots that ee him the lead at 3 love. 
Hackett played each point out, and in the 
mnacersty of the games his continued work 
at passing Wa on the left-hand side of 
his court carried the points to deuce. The 
latter was pain careless, but, his better 
physical condition told in the real test, and 
the longer the match grew this fact became 
more apparent. When the set began there 
was little doubt in the minds of the ma- 
jority who the final victor would be. Ward 
was in no wise inclined to lag, while Hack- 
ett allowed several fairly low cuts to 
by without trying for them. Ward fairly 
rushed things toward the end, and the set 
which he took was the shortest of the 
game.

They Want a Short Saturday Workday 
in Order to Forget Their Trade 
Before Sunday. 


A strike of coffin makers which took 
place yesterday sénds out the latest addi- 
tion to the army of the unemployed. Among 
the coftin factories affected by the strike 
are Stolte’s favtory, in Bast One Hundred 
and Sixth Street; Taylor's factory, in East 
One Hundred and Sixth Street, and the fac- 
tory of Hornthal, Morgan & Co. The strik- 
ers, who had been working ten hours a day, 
demand a nine-and-a-half-hour workday, 
five days in the week, and a three-hour 
workday on Saturday. The reason ad- 
veneed for the brief workday on Saturday 
is that the coffin makers want to get all 
ideas of coffins out of their minds fore 
Sunday arrives. 

“J can tell you,” said one of the strikers 
yesterday, ‘‘ we have hard lines. To look at 
coffins all week is not cheerful, and it 
would cheer us up to have a few hours 
away from the shops on Saturday after- 
noons. If we don’t get our demands the 
strike will spread, and people who want 
coffins for their friends will have to wait 
for them.”

Landers Out of ’Varsity and in 
Four-Oared Boat. 


Ward Selects Pennsylvania Four and 
Picks His Eight for American 
Henley—Wisconsin Oars- 
men Do Well. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, June 16.—The Colum- 
bia crews had their second practice late 
this afternoon.

The ‘Varsity 
made the two miles in something under 
11 minutes, finishing about fifteen lengths 
ahead of the freshmen, who led the ’Varsity 
four by four lengths, the second four being 
too far back to be seen. : 
The Cornell crews are expected to reach 
Highland at 5 o'clock to-morrow morning. 
Their launch arrived this evening. 

Ellis Ward selected this evening the 
crew that will represent Pennsylvania in 
the "Varsity four-oared race. They are: 
Bow, Kellar; 2, Holbrook; 3, Lea; stroke, 
Crowell; substitutes, Hildebrandt and 
Bogardus. The selection was made after 
several comparative tests, in each one of 
wanes the Kellar crew proved its superieri- 
y. 


The last race between the three crews 
was held this afternoon, and it was a very 
retty scrimmage for two miles, the Kellar 
our winning by about three lengths.

RECORD TIME FOR YALE. 


"Varsity Crew Rows Four Miles on the 


Thames in Remarkably Fast Time 
—Harvard Crew Practice. 


GALES FERRY, Conn., June 16.—There is 
great joy at the Yale headquarters to- 
night as a result of the time rows taken by 
the three crews this afternoon. The most 
noteworthy feat was that of the ‘Varsity 
eight. They did four miles in rec ord-break- 
ing time, covering the distance in 19:53. 
The records do. not show ‘that an eight- 
oared crew has ever covered the Thames 
four-mile course in this time. The four- 
oared crew went two miles {n 11, and the 
freshman eight covered the distance in 


10:20. 

When the 'Varsity eight went out at 4:30 
o'clock the conditions for a time row were 
excellent. The tide was at flood, and the 
wind was partly in favor of the oarsmen.

them. That they did not do so, but heed- 
ed conservative counsels and confirmed 
them by vote of a convention, is much to 
their credit. A different result might 
have been recorded had the convention 
been held in Pottsville instead of Scran- 
ton, but in changing its place of meeting 
substantial evidence was given that the 
men at the head of the Miners’ Union 
have learned from experience that to be 
patient when one is in the right involves 
no loss of dignity or self-respect. 

It is also a pleasure to commend the 
manly and unqualified manner in which 
President JOHN MitcHELL spoke on the 
subject of the obligation resting upon 
the union to respect and abide by the 
award of the Strike Commission, and 
pledged himself and it to accept its terms 
even if they were not satisfactory. In 
acting on his advice and formally elect- 
ing the members of the Conciliation 
Board, even while deeming such a for- 
mality unnecessary, the miners did well 
and have won another “ moral victory ” 
more substantial than that claimed by 
Mr. MrrcHeLL as the result of the strike 
arbitration. Even those who breathed 
threatenings and slaughter were won 
over, and the election of the conciliators 
was without a dissenting vote. Probably 
no strike was intended nor at any time 
seriously menaced; but if the convention 
had met in the Schuylkill district or 
MITCHELL had taken the dangerous re- 
sponsibility 5f counseling a strike as an 
expression of resentment at the bad 
faith of the operators, it might very well 
have been declared. Thus far in the con- 
troversy the miners are ahead, and by 
being so and by refraining from making 
the mistake of losing their temper they 
have won popular respect and confidence, 
The Board of Conciliation should meet at 
once and adjust the petty grievances 
which are perhaps more fruitful of mis- 
chief than greater wrongs would be. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

The resignation of/Mr. FouLKE, which 
he was compelled to tender to the Presi- 
dent by ill-health, left Mr. Procter alone 
in the Civil Service Commission, Mr. 
JAMES R. GARFIELD having resigned last 
Winter to become the head of the Bureau 
of Corporations in the new Department 
of Commerce. The vacancy created by 
Mr. GARFIELD’s resignation cannot be 
filled until the Senate is again in session. 
The law provides that no salary shall be 
paid to the incumbent of an office as to 
which the confirmation of the Senate is 
required if the vacancy which he was 
appointed to fill existed while the Sen- 
ate was in session. Mr. GARFIELD re- 
signed previous to the adjournment of 
the Senate on March 4. The vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Mr. FouLKE 
has been filled by the President’s ap- 
pointment of Mr. ALForD W. CooLey of 
New York. 

The appointment of Mr. Coo.Lmy creates 
good expectations that an efficient and 
faithful member has been added to the 
commission to divide its labors with Mr. 
PRocTER until the other vacancy is filled. 
Mr. Coo.ey had a good record as a mem- 
ber of the Assembly at Albany. He was 
a member of the New York Civil Service 
Reform Association, and members of that 
organization who know him and know 
the spirit that possesses him, men, too, 
who are likely to be somewhat exacting 
in their judgment of appointments of 
this nature, have only good things to say 
of Mr. CooLzy. His antecedents are un- 
exceptionable. His associations have 
been such as to justify the belief that 
his attitude toward the -principles of 
civil service reform is sound. The open 
question about him is that of.courage, 
and that question he must answer him- 
self. The approach of the Presidential 
campaign year puts a heavy strain upon 
the appointing power in all the depart- 
ments. The pressure is tremendous. Mr. 
PROCTER, we know, easily resists and 
triumphs over it. He is made of the right 
stuff. There is no reason for doubt that 
Mr. CooLey is also made of the right 
stuff. We hope he will demonstrate his 
fitness as to every point of qualification, 
including particularly the firmness and 
courage to demand a due enforcement of 
the law even should such a proceeding 
be declared exceedingly inconvenient by 
powerful members of his own party. 





GEMUETHLICHKEIT. 

The President was very nearly at his 
best in the speech he made at the Saen- 
gerfest in Baltimore. He had the ad- 
vantage not only of an enthusiastic be- 
lief in what he was saying, which he so 
often has, but the further advantages 
that he perfectly understood what he 
meant and that it was entirely true. 

Indeed, it would require a professed 
cynic not to welcome such a spectacle as 
that which greeted the President on Mon- 
day evening. And not one of his constit- 
uents has less of that unamiable char- 
acter than he. One may not care about 
music, he may even resent what CHARLES 
LAMB calis its ‘“‘ measured malice,’ and 
yet rejoice in the meeting of those who 
do enjoy making it or listening to it, so 
completely ig the social element of such 
an occasion blended With the musical, 
and so much is the whole performance 
characterised by a spirit so German that 
it takes a German word to express it, 
the word “ gemuethlichkeit,’”’ which the 
President employed, presumably, because, 
he found’it untranslatable. ‘‘ Goodfel- 


: lowship ”’ is rather a pale equivalent, and 


* onimaraderie ’ even dimmer, ‘“ Music,” 
said a clever Frenchwoman, “is the 
greatest enemy to the French spirit that 
I know.”

mans at home, and it is one of the great- 
est boons that they carry with them 
abroad, that their amusements are so 
largely of this order. They do know 
what AppIson said the English of his 
time did not know, “ haw to be idle and 
innocent.” And their teaching of this 
lesson was a missionary work particu- 
larly needed in the United States, with 
the Puritanical traditions of so large a 
part of them, when the modern German 
migration began, half a century ago. 
The Americans of that time were given 
to taking their pleasures not only “ sad- 
ly,”” but hypocritically. A deacon seeking 
to gratify his natural craving for ex- 
citement by drinking “ bitters” out of a 
bottle behind the door does not present 
either a dignified or an engaging spec- 
tacle. And there are still parts of the 
country where Americans dre ashamed 
to seek their enjoyments apenly, and take 
them by stealth. That spirit is the oppo- 
site of the “ gemuethlichkeit ” which the 
President praised, It is reflected in the 
legislation of many States, including the 
excise legislation of the State of New 
York. When the Raines law was under 
discussion, it was declared that if one of 
the rural legislators should be privileged 
to attend one of the Sunday concerts of 
the German societies, which such legis- 
lators.were endeavoring to make illegal 
and impossible, he would find himself on 
a higher plane of social civilization than 
he had ever previously attainef. It is no 
wonder that our Sunday laws, which are 
indefensible on any theory whatever, 
even the Sabbatarian theory, should be 
particularly resented by the Germans, or 
that they should strongly resent what 
they regard as a statutory attack upon 
the “ gemuethlichkeit” which is their 
enviable birthright. 


RACING MACHINES AND YACHTS. 

A very pitiable spectacle was presented 
on Monday by the “ big siagle-stickers "’ 
which were built and rigged expressly 
to compete for what calis itself the 
yachting trophy of the world. It was a 
day to warm the cockles of the heart of 
@ real yachtsman, who likes exciting 
sailing. There was a capital breeze, 
though by no means so strong as that 
in which the Puritan and the Genesta 
contended for the cup in their deciding 
race, and such a sea as such a breeze 
can stir up in the land-locked waters of 
Long Island Sound. Yet the weather 
was too much for the racing machines. 
Their owners in building and sparring 
them had shown that they might not be- 
teem the winds of heaven to visit their 
“yachts” too roughly. The machines 
had been lying for a week in the Horse- 
shoe waiting for clear weather and a 
breeze, and found themselves baffled by 
fog and no wind. When they found in 
the Sound a wind and no fog, they clung 
to their moorings and let such real 
yachts as were sailed by real yachtsmen 
go out for fun and glory. 

What is the use of a boat like that? 
The only thing these defenders can say 
for themselves is that the challenger “ is 
another.”” Unfortunately that is true. 
Of course, nobody blames Sir Tuomas 
Lupton for what looks like an evasion 
of the rule that the challenger must 
cross the ocean on her own bottom by 
he.ving her and her trial yacht towed 
over. The arrangement was of course 
understood and consented to, because 
the defender “was another.” And, in- 
deed, Shamrock I. and Shamrock III. 
could no doubt have crossed under the 
jury rigs they wore as safely and as 
comfortably, if not so swiftly, as they 
did eross. Thoroughbreds could go from 
track to track on their own legs, though 
in fact they are conveyed in equine pal- 
ace cars. But the aquatic racing ma- 
chine is a much more delicate and sensi- 
tive organism than the quadrupedal. 
She is sparred to the very utmost that 
she can be expected to carry in a light 
Summer breeze. She goes in equal ter- 
ror of calms and of racing weather. 
When she encounters anything more 
than a zephyr she sulks at her moorings 
lest if she were exposed to a breeze 
‘something must go.” 

To how much advantage does the Ger- 
man Kaiser appear as a yachtsman, 
whatever one may think of him as a 
ruler, in comparison with the projectors 
of these absurd craft? He orders a boat 
which he hopes will be fast, but which 
he insists must first of all be a yacht, 
which can go to sea with the main spars 
she uses in racing, and can take care of 
herself in any weather she is likely to 
encounter. It is really ridiculous to talk 
about an advange in naval architecture 
being marked by a type of boat that has 
to stay in harbor during a Summer 
breeze in which a yachtsman would re- 
joice and a yacht be at her best. It is 
to be hoped that for the next contest for 
the America’s Cup after this some regu- 
lations may be adopted which will tend 
to the encouragement of yacht building 
ani to the discouragement of these cost- 
ly, fragile, and unseaworthy racing ma- 
chines. 
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COST OF OCEAN SPEEDS. 

The figures recently given in these col- 
umns relative to the cost of one knot of 
steamer speed are supplemented by some 
interesting facts compiled by The Lon- 
don Mariner based on a comparison be- 
tween the Kaiser Wilhelm II. and the 
Cedric. The Kaiser Wilhelm II. is prob- 
ably at present the fastest ship afloat 
and the Cedric is the largest. The Ger- 
man ship has a tonnage of 20,000 gross, 
her displacement being 26,500 on a mean 
draught of 29 feet. The British ship has 
a gros® tonnage of 20,970, her displace- 
ment being 38,200 tons at a load draught 
of 36 feet. The German ship is fitted for 
775 first-class, 843 second-class, and T70 
third-class passengers, and for a crew 
of 600, of whom 237 are in the engine 
room. Mer engines are capable of indi- 
cating 40,000 horse power, and are ex- 
pected to drive her at 28% knots an 
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go, The English ship accommodates 150 
first-class,‘ 250 second-class, and 2,000 
third-class passengers, and has a crew of 
335 men, of whom 92 are in the engine 
room. When indicating 14,000 horse 
power her engines will propel her at an 
average speed of 17 knots. She carries 
20,000 tons of cargo. 

Both vessels are provided with quad- 
ruple-expansion engines, and work at 
boiler pressures of 213 and 210 pounds 
respectively. Tests have shown that their 
coal consumption varies as their power. 
To gain her advantage of 40 per cent. in 
speed the German ship burns about 190 
per cent. more coal, or, say, 750 tons 
more a day, as compared with the Brit- 
ish ship. She also requires 265 more 
hands to work her and loses what ad- 
vantage would result from the ability to 
carry 500 more passengers and 20,000 
tons of freight, which the Cedric pos- 
sesses, 

No doubt there is a place for fast ships 
in the Atlantic service, just as there is 
for fast horses in the stables of those 
who can afford to own them, In time 
there may be enough people willing to 
pay high fares for the saving of a day 
or two in the voyage to make them prof- 
itable. The fact. must be recognized, 
however, that they constitute a class by 
themselves, like automobiles capable of 
propulsion at 50 or 60 miles an hour 
among wheeled vehicles. But they no 
more compete on terms of equality with 
steamships of the Cedric class than a 
racing sulky competes with a three-seat- 
ed family carriage, a sidebar buggy with 
an omnibus, or a cup defender with a 
ferryboat. There is a rate of fare at 
which the 24-knot steamer can be made 
profitable, no doubt, even if her cabins 
are not full, but whether it will pay to 
run one of them at rates of fare at all 
proportionate to those which for 17 to 18 
knot steamers are amply compensatory 
is at best extremely doubtful. However, 
there always were and always will be 
people willing to pay for speed for its 
own sake, and if there are enough of 
these who want to cross the ocean very 
fast ships may be better assets than 
anything in their financial history up to 
this time warrants us in rating them.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-While the name of a thing is un- 
doubtedly whatever it is called by common 
consent, it is well that names should be mod- 
erately accurate, and those which lack that 
quality are fairly open to criticism. It is, 
for example, unfortunate, because entirely 
misleading, that such a meteorological phe- 
nomenon as has resulted in the destruction 
of the town of Heppner should have come to 
be known as a “ cloudburst,”’ for, as a mat- 
ter of fact, clouds never burst—that is, they 
never change instantly from aqueous vapor 
into a mass of falling water, which seems 
to be about what people mean when they 
talk of a “ cloudburst.”’ The heaviest 
known rain has fallen at the rate of from 
four to six inches per hour, and much mgre 
than this is admitted by scientific 
meteorologists to be within the limit of 
probability, or even of possibility. Rainfalls 
of this severity are invariably the result of 
storms very smal) in area, and when they 
occur in regions where the water deposited 
can iminediately flow into a narrow valley, 
then consequences as disastrous as 
those reported from Heppner inevitably fol- 
low, though the story about a wall of water 
twenty feet high can safely enough be di- 
vided by two and still be regarded as 
thrilling enough. A rainfall of an inch an 
hour is enough to create excited comment 
almost anywhere, and less than that has 
often caused a lot of trouble in this city. 
The name “ cloudburst,” however, is very 
firmly established in the popular vocabu- 
lary, and as it appeals to the imagination 
there is little chance of driving it out of 
use. It's a bad name, just the same, and 
the Weather Bureau people ought at least 
to make an effort to supnrlant it with one 
that will not give rise to false ideas, 

—Judging from the remarks of, Mr. 
OrEN Root, General Manager of the Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway Company, made 
when he was questioned as to the possibil- 
ity of withdrawing open cars from his 
lines in cold and rainy weather and put- 
ting them back again when the tempera- 
ture rises and the sun comes out, not the 
least, and perhaps the greatest, of his 
qualifications for the important position 
he holds is his ingenuity in inventing ex- 
cuses and explanations for not doing 
things. That is, indeed, a useful talent, 
and more big corporations than one pay 
large salaries for the services of its pos- 
sessors, but even the ablest of them never 
seem really to settle anything or to give a 
really satisfactory answer to a question. 
And it was an obvious and serious slip 
when Mr. Root, after running over a long 
list of difficulties which stand in the way 
of making the traveling public in New 
York comfortable and happy; concluded 
with the declaration that ‘a large plant 
like ours cannot be fun like a little horse 
ear line.”’ It is the popular impression that 
such plants not only can be, but sometimes 
are, run exactly in that way, and it is the 
popular conviction, the inaccuracy of 
which has never been demonstrated, that 
the large plants both could be, and ought 
to be, run much better than the little horse 
ear lines. Indeed, nobody denies that the 
Metropolitan’s service is in very many re- 
spects superior to that of the best horse 
car lines, and it is distinctly irritating to 
be told, even by implication, that it cannot 
surpass them, if it chooses, in any respect 
whatever, including that of making quick 
changes from open to closed cars and back 


again. 


«By writing the letter he did in advo- 
cacy of continuing the study of German 
in the lower grades of the public schools, 
Mr. Cari ScHURZ seems to have drawn 
upon his warm and excellent heart, rather 
than upon vet hard and long head, for his 
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and as straight a reasoner as he usually 
is could not have.failed to find flaws in his 
own plea had he been free from what, quite 
without any invidious reflection upon hin, 
one can call his personal prejudices in 


_favor of his mother tongue. For instance, 


he begged the whole question in a really 
amusing manner when he wrote: “I only 
ask that it [the teaching of German] be 


} done in a way to be to the children of real 


value and to arouse in them an interest for 
the language.” It is the very first conten- 
tion of those who oppose the retention of 
this study in the public schools that the 
teaching never has been, and probably can- 
not: be made, what Mr. ScHvurz says is all 
he asks, and says it as if he were asking @ 
very small thing, easy to grant! Then he 
ceclared that a knowledge of German would 
do more than anything else to broaden 
the mind, and again that ‘the knowledge 
of German, in addition to English, is in this 
respect for many reasons by the far most 
valuable.”’ These are perhaps defensible 
propositions, but they wauld be attacked 
by not a few people, not without hope of 
overthrowing them, Certainly their truth 
is nét self-evident, and they are rather 
the beginning of a discussion than the end 
of one—rather questions to be weighed be- 
fore reaching a conclusion than facts to be 
presented as the basis of a decision, There 
is, perhaps, large significance in the cir- 
cumstance that they are all of German 
blood who take the affirmative side of this 
controversy. It would indeed be strange if 
the possession of that blood were requisite 
for the formation of a correct judgment in 
a matter of equal importance to all of us,

the beating, the officer said: ‘‘ One night 
I had a quarrel with my wife, in the course 
of which she exclaimed: ‘You are too 
much of a coward to strike me!’ What 
could I, as a Prussian officer, do when my 
wife accused me of cowardice? If the wife 
of another officer had thus insulted me, I 
could at least have challenged her husband 
to a duel, but I could not challenge my- 
self because my own wife insulted me. I 
got into a state of intense excitement over 
this terrible dilemma. I lit the candle 
and requested my wife formally three times 
to withdraw the insulting expression, which 
was incompatible with my dignity and 
honor as a Prussian officer. My wife 
sulked, and did not withdraw the insult. 
As it was my duty to enforce satisfaction 
for the insult, I seized a stick and beat 
my wife.’ This tale, in the light it throws 
on military honor as understood in Prus- 
sla, is even more amazing than that of the 
officer who recently killed an old friend 
for shaking hands with him, or that of the 
other officer who was forced to commit 
suicide because he had not punished with 
instant death a drunken sailor who had 
spoken to him with disrespect. These epi- 
sodes reveal what seems to be nothing less 
than a form of insanity with which a whole 
class of men are afflicted.

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VIRGINIA UNIVERSITY 


Addresses Students of Institution 
Founded by Thomas Jefferson. 


Subsequently He and Mrs. Roosevelt 
Ride on Horseback to Menticello, 
the Home of Jefferson. 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., June 16.—For 
the third time in its history the University 
of Virginia entertained to-day the President 
of the United States. President Hayes and 
President Cleveland have enjoyed the hos- 
pitality of this Southern institution, of 
which Thomas Jefferson, whose body lies 
near the college he loved, was the founder. 
To-day, on the occasion of the institution's 
seventy-ninth commencement, President 
Roosevelt was the university’s guest, and 
the warm welcome his distinguished prede- 
cessors received was duplicated in the 
greeting extended to him. 

The President's special train arrived here 
from Washington at 11:30 o’clock this fore- 
noon. In the party were Mrs. Roosevelt, 
Secretary Loeb, Ambassador McCormick, 
Assistant Secretary of State Loomis, and 
Col. L. S. Brown, General Passenger Agent 
of the Southern Railway. The Monticello 
Guards ‘were on duty at the station, and 
kept back the crowd that had assembled to 
see the distinguished guest. ‘Visitors have 
been pouring into the city since yesterday, 
and hotel rooms and teams were at a pre- 
mium this morning. The President was 
cheered as he stepped from his car. 

The President was met by Dr. Paul Bar- 
ringer, Chairman of to-day’s exercises, and 
a committee of alumni. The party was 
driven direct to the university, where the 
exercises were held in the public hall. Here 
the students welcomed the President in true 
college style. The address before the alumni 
association, which was first on the pro- 
gramme, had been prepared by Judge W. 
Gordon Robertson of Roanoke, and was to 
have been delivered by him. He, however, 
was detained at home by illness, and his 
address was read by R. Walton Moore of 
Fairfax, a member of the Board of Visitors 


of the university. Judge Morris then in a 
short speech of welcome introduced the 
President. 

The reception accorded the President was 
particularly demonstrative. The vast au- 
dience sprang to its feet when he was in- 
troduced, and the cheering and hand-clap- 
ping continued for several minutes. 


ADDRESS TO STUDENTS. 


The President said it was a double pleas- 
ure for him to be present to-day. ‘‘In the 
first place,"’ said he, ‘‘ because the Uni- 
versity of Virginia is one among that limit- 
ed number of institutions of learning to 
which, because of its historical ass@ciations, 
every Amercan, proud of his country and 


his country’s history, must turn. In the 
next place, because { have just finished a 
trip across this continent which, at almost 
every step, reminded me of some great deed 
done by a Virginian or a descendant of a 
Virginian in that wonderful formative pe- 
riod which has occupied more than half of 
this Republic’s work.” 

The President said he would have con- 
sidered his trip incomplete if it had not 
ended with a pilgrimage to the University 
of Virginia. He spoke of the work of the 
early Virginians, and paid a tribute to 
Lewis and Clarke, Zachary Taylos, and 
Winfield Scott, and other natives of the 
State who have figured prominently in his- 
tory. ‘‘ Virginia has a right to be proud,” 
he said, ‘‘of the character of the public 
men whom she has sent into public life. 
The two United States Senators from Vir- 
ginia are both graduates of this university 
and it is a genuine pleasure to be brought 
into contact with them in handling public 
affairs.” 

The President spoke in high terms of the 
university and the work it has done, and 
said that when the White House was re- 
stored to its original design the architects 
came to Charlottesville and studied the 
architecture of the old buildings in the uni- 
versity grounds to get the right idea. He 
recalled the fact that Edgar Allan Poe was 
a graduate of the wauceraity, as was also 
his friend, Thomas Nelson Page. He said 
he had called upon a number of University 
of Virginia men to fill high public offices, 
and that they had never failed him. 

Continuing, the President said: 

“The University of Virginia has stood for 
much in our National life. You stand for 
the production of scholarship, for the pro- 
duction of men who are to do well for the 
State if ever the need of calling upon them 
for their services may arise; but, above all, 
the University of Virginia stands for the 
production of men; of men who are to do 
each a man’s duty in the world. Every 
American who receives a university educa- 
tion, who receives a good school education, 
is by the receipt of that education just so 
much a debtor to the State. Every gradu- 
ate here has owed the State something for 
the education which he has received. <A 
good American never owes anything that 
he does not seek to repay. [Applause.] 
And the man who is content to go through 
life owing his Alma Mater for the educa- 
tion for which he has made no adequate re- 
turn is not true to the ideals of American 
citizenship. [Applause.] He is in honor 
bound to make such return. He can make 
it in but one way; he can return what he 
owes to his Alma Mater only by making 
his Alma Mater proud of what he does in 
service rendered to his fellow-men. [Ap- 
plause.) Of course the first thing a uni- 
versity man like any other man must do is 
to pull his own weight. You have got to 
do that first. 

= Passing through this wonderful and 
beautiful State of yours, I am struck not 
merely with its fertility and beauty, but 
with the steadily increasing prosperity. We 
must remember that no man is to be ex- 
cused if he fails to do his part in keeping 
up that general prosperity. I am the last 
man that would preach to any audience 
mere money-getting, but most certainly I 
wish to preach to every audience that no 
man is to be excused if he declines to do 
the small things that each day demands 
and not want to wait until some chance for 
heroic action comes along. The man who 
wishes to be a hero must begin by being a 
good, everyday citizen. [Applause.] Then 
if the opportunity for heroic action comes 
let him seize it, let him grasp it, let him 
write hig name imperishably among the 
names written among the ages; but let him 
not wait until that opportunity which may 
never arise does arise before doing any- 
thing, but let him do his duty to the whole 
State by leading a decent and hardworking 
life, as the average American must if the 
country is to go onward and upward. [Ap- 
plause,] 

**T believe in you; I believe in your in- 
stitutions here in this great historic uni- 
versity, because here you turn out men in 
whose minds and hearts the university, 
both by its conscious and. by its uncon- 
scious influence, has sought to implant the 
primary virtues of American citizenship— 
the virtues of honor, of honesty, of com- 
mon sense, and of that high and devoted 
courage which will not flinch from the 
forces of evil, whether they be physical or 
moral. op.) 

“T thank you all for haying given me 
the chance to speak to you to-day. Many 
of you I have known and love already; and 
withthe history of this great institution of 
learning I am already acquainted; and now 
I can feel that my trip through from one 
ocean to the other is ended, and that I 
have come at the close to this place so 
fraught with memories, imperishable memo- 
ries for any man who joys as all of us 
must joy, that an American President can 
go from one ocean to the other, and from 
the Gulf to the Canadian border, and every. 
where find himself at home among his own 
people.” [Cheers and applause.] 

AL the conclusion of the President's 
speech the audience called on Senator Dan- 
jel. The Senator declined to make a speech 
after the ‘‘ wonderful and masterful ad- 
dress which the President had just deliy- 
ered.”’ He said that ‘if the President had 
stopped at San Juan Hill and made his 
speech to the Sapniards every man of them 
woud have surrendered.” 

Senator Martin also was called on, but 
deelined to speak ‘‘after the excellent ad- 
dress of the President.” 

At the conclusion of the President's ad- 
dress various medals were awarded to the 
fortunate students, and then luncheon was 
served in the gymnasium. Judge R. T. Ww. 
Duke of Charlottesville presided as toast- 
master, and introduced the President, who 
responded to the toast “The United 
States.”

BISHOP POTTER TO STUDENTS. 


Deprecates Coercion in Efforts to Sef« 
tle Industrial Problems,

PRINCETON, N. J., June 16.~Bishop 
Henry C. Potter of New York delivered the 
founders’ day address at the Lawrenceville 
Preparatory School commencement exer- 
cises this afternoon. In addressing the 
graduating class, he said: 

“Any one sensible of the social and ing 
dustrial conditions of the times may readily 
see that what is needed is not coercion for 
the settlement of certain great problems, 


especially those in our industrial life. Co- 
ercion may at times be brought to bear on 
certain problems, but usually it is doomed 
to utter and ignominous defeat. It sepa- 
rates men and strengthens the feelings of 
alienation instead of drawing them togeth- 
er. What is neded is the cultivation of a 
more loving, kindly spirit among men 
toward one another. I believe if we can 
draw men together and have them under- 
stand each other better we would soon bé 
able to solve many of our vexing problems, 

‘Some time ago I was made the umpire 
in the settlement of a great strike. I first 
met the labor representatives and the rep- 
resentatives of capital in a big hall, and 
there we discussed the situation, but we 
came to no settlement. We met again in 
the big hall, but no settlement Was effected. 
Firally I invited the committees down to 
my house at 10 Washington Square, New 
York, and there, with the labor representa- 
tives on the one hand and those of capital 
on the other, we drank our tea and coffee 
talked over the situation, and classifie 
the difficulties, and we brought about a 
settlement. You see, we got close togeth- 
er, and then it was that we began to un-.

*nounced their conditional acceptance of the 
offer made by Charles M. Schwab to take 
back the Bethlehem Steel Company and to 
. Burrender $10,000,000 of bonds and $10,000,- 
7000 each of the preferred and common 
Stock of the United States Shipbuilding 
Company. Mr. Schwab made this offer in a 
letter addressed to Mr. Untermyer and pub- 
lished yesterday morning.. Mr. Untermyer 
- Was at the time in Boston, but he returned 
during the afternoon in.time to confer with 
his associates, Henry Wollman and Rich- 
‘ard Lindabury. Then in the evening he 
gave out at the Lotos Club the following 
letter, which he said he had forwarded to 


Mr. Schwab: 
‘ Tuesday, June 16, 1903. 
Charles M. Schwab, the Lorraine. 

Dear Sir: My attention was called in Boston 
to-day to a letter published in the morning pa- 
pers addressed to me, but which I have not yet 
received. 

Assuming that such a letter has Been sent me, 
I hasten to reply that your letter will be prompt- 
ly placed in the hands of the Bondholders’ Pro- 
tective Committee, which is now forming, and 
that. on the appointment of a receiver he will 
be urged to present it for the immediate and 
‘favorable consideration of the court. 

The desired result could in that way be ac- 

. eomplished with the least delay, The proposi- 
tion will receive the earliest and enthusiastic 
support of the interests represented by my 4as- 
sociates, Messrs. Henry Wollman and Richard 
¥Y. Lindabury, and by myself. 

I assume that the first mortgage bonds and 
the stock of the shipbuilding company owned 
by yourself and your friends, and which are 
pledged to the Sheldon Committee, will also 
assent to the arrangement. 

It is possible that the recelver may be unwill- 
ing to release the claim of stock liability against 
you on the $20,000,000 of stock that is charged 
to have been issued to you without considera- 
tion, if you insist upon such a release as a con- 
dition of taking back the Bethlehem property. 
If you are, however, content to allow the claim 
to bs reserved there ought to be no complica- 
tion and no considerabie delay. We are willing, 
for the purpose of avoiding litigation, to urge 
that you be released from that liability, if tha 
details of surrender can be satisfactorily ad- 
justed. Among these details are: 

41) That you repay to the Shipbuilding Com- 

y the moneys withdrawn from it for work- 
capital and so-called betterments of the 
Bethlehem plant. 

(2) That you account for any excessive profits 
of the steel plant that were made at the expense 
of the Shipbuilding Company. 

(3) That there shall be a full accounting of 
the transactions between the two companies to 
the end that both companies be restored to the 
fame positions that they occupied before the 
purchase. 

(4) That proper provisions be made for the 
completion’ of the work now under way and un- 
dertaken under existing contracts by the Bathle- 
hem Company for the Shipbuilding Company, at 
reasonable prices. 

As the Bethlehem Company has contributed 
nothing to the resources of the Shipbuilding 
Company, and has, on the contrary, drawn large- 
ly on the resources of the latter for its support, 
notwithstanding its brave showing of paper 
profits, I trust you will appreciate the justice of 
these conditions. 

In the adjustment of a transaction of this mag- 
mitude there will necessarily be many details to 
— but it ought not to be difficult to ad- 
ust. 

In order that the subject may be promptly 
taken in hand on the organization of the Pro-

NO DELAY ON WARSHIPS. 


Troubles of Shipbuilding Trust Not Ex- 
pected to Hold Back Govern- 
ment Work. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—At the Navy 
Department it is not thought the financial 
distress that has overtaken the Shipbuild- 
ing Trust will interfere with the progress 
of the ships that are being built in the 
yards of the combine for the Government. 
Vessels are building only in three of the 
trust’s yards, namely, the Union [Iron 
Works at San Francisco, Bath Iron Works 
in Maine, and Nixon’s Yard at Elizabeth- 
port. At the Union Iron Works there are 
building the battle ship Ohio, armored 
cruisers California and South Dakota, and 
protected cruiser Tacoma. 

All of these are vessels of the largest class 
of their respective types and all of them 
are far behind the degree of completion re- 
quired by the terms of the contracts. How- 
ever, the same remark is true of other 
builders of Government vessels. The Union 
Iron Works also had the submarine boats 
Grampus and Pike, both of which are com- 

jleted. At Nixon's there is only one vessel 

uilding, the protected cruiser Chattanooga, 
and that has reached about 75 per cent. 
of completion. A number of small vesseis 
were building at this yard, but these have 
been completed or are within 1 per cent, of 
it. The monitor Nevada, built at Nixon's, 
is ready for commission.

Gifts ond Loans of Pictures to the Art 
‘Museum of Brooklyn Borough by 
Noted Citizens. ; 


The Museum of the Brooklyn Institute of 
Arts and Sciences near Prospect Park 
opens again this week after the usual 
fortnight’s closing. In the upper gallery 
the paintings have been rehung owing to a 
large number of loans from private col- 
lections, and not a few gifts from donors 
to the perminent exhibits, 

What was formerly a rather shapeless 
block of gray stone has assumed the pro- 
portions of a fine though incomplete mu- 
seum, owing to the erection of the central 
body of the building with its row of big 
columns facing the portico and its crown- 
ing dome. There is a grand entrance now, 
with the old museum in its proper place a8 
a wing. It lacks only the flight of steps as 
an approach, while the statuary in the 
pediment above the columns is still swathed 
in canvas, showing that it is not ready for 
inspection. in the rear the foundations for 
the power house are laid. Looking in that 
direction one sces the forest of trees in 
Prospect Park, with broad stretches of 
the bay and Coney Island beyond. Close 
by are the young trees and broad green 
Sward of the East Park, which will carry 
Prospect Park acrogs the Eastern Parke 
way close up to the museum. 

The most important additions to the pict- 
ure gallery are canvases lent by the Hon. 
Charles A. Schieren and Mr, Carl H. de 
Silver. The former, who is First Vice 
President of the Museum, sends a half 
humorous picture by Winslow Homer, 
“The Unwilling Calf,” a struggle for su- 
premacy between a little black boy and a 
white calf in a pasture lot, in which honors 
are about even—a very natural scene from 
bucolic life down South. A _ charming 
George Inness, called “Autumn Woods,” 
painted in 1894, with cabin and figures in 
the background, is a remarkable bit of light 
and shade, and very delightful in the sub- 
dued richness of its coloring. A landscape 
by George Bogert is rather tightly painted, 
and has a smoothness not usual in this 
painter. Mr. Schieren also lends six or 
seven paintings by Ralph Blakelock of dif- 
ferent degrees of excellence, some being 
pleasing notes of color, others very ordi- 
nary work. “Indian Camp, a Sketch,” is 
one of the sweet rich color pieces; ‘‘ Spring 
Time,"’ a pleasant recollection of a land- 
scape; but “‘ Moonlight’ and a forest scene 
with brook scarcely rise to the level of 
pictures. They are more like memoranda 
for the artist from which he hoped to 
make a picture later. They lack the inter- 
est, however, of quick sketches, such as a 
master dashes off, because they have been 
labored over, Mr. Schieren has here a good 
Oriental scene by Bridgman, not one of his 
tiresome odalisks, but the portrait of an 
Arab horse with his Oriental rider standing 
at its head. Francis A. Murphy, David 
Johnson, James M. Hart, and others are 
represented in his loan. 

A still larger lot is Mr. de Silver's. Will- 
fam M. Chase appears in a studio interior 
with exceedingly well-painted appointments 
and bric-&a-brac; a lady in old-fashioned 
garb is reading from an immense folio 
which lies on the floor at her feet. Wyant 
is seen in a very thoughtful, sensitive 
“Keene Valley” landscope; George. H. 
Boughton in a graceful single figure, stand- 
ing, called “Olivia”; Carleton Wiggins by a 
group of cows; Swain Gifford by a dignified 
and fine landscape. The greater part of 
this loan, however, is of foreign work. Here 
are two finely balanced landscapes by 
Harpignies, a thoroughly delightful little 
forest glade with cattle by Jules Dupré, a 
night scene by Cazin, a bend of a French 
river, with herons, tall trees, and big rising 
moon, by C. F. Daubigny; a seaport by 
Boudin. The Cardinal by Vibert, with tha 
different reds in his robes; the young Ital- 
ian girls by Léon Perrault, looking at their 
own reflections in “ Nature's Mirror’’; the 
soldiers by Berne-Bellecour, cautiously 
scouting along a pale yellow broken wall; 
the glimpse of Parisians on the boulevard, 
by Jean Béraud; the “ Little Player,” by 
Tito Lessi; the white cliffs reflected in a 
guiet pool on “‘A June Day,” by Sanchez- 
Perrier, and the old man of the seventeenth 
century seated in his library, by Grison, are 
small but very well-chosen specimens of 
these well-known painters. There is also a 
good interior with women and nude babies 
by Vacslav Brozik, the Bohemian painter, 


called ‘‘ The Toilet of the Babies,” in tech- 
nical qualities not unlike Munkacsy, very 
epeites and clever in drawing and brush- 
work. 

Gifts from the late Henry W. Maxwell 
include an Arab sheik on horseback by 
Schreyer, a little seated girl by “Bougue- 
reau, a cabaret scene with man and woman 
in fanciful dress by Vinea called “A Sey- 
enteenth Century Flirtation,” a ‘“‘ Coming 
Storm ”’ by Jules Denneulin, being the por- 
trait of an elderly man in shooting costume 
who puts the flap of his coat over the lock 
un to protect it from the rain, and 
“The Harvesters,”’ group in the fields by 
Lhermitte. To this bequest belongs an 
early picture by Benjamin Constant from 
his Oriental series, called ‘“‘The Grand 
Vizier’s Order,”’ a rather dark little picture 
with a suggestion, but only a suggestion, of 
Delacroix about it. 

Among the gifts this year is one from 
the widow of the artist, a large landscape 
by the late Albert Bierstadt, being a view 
of one of the glaciers seen from Pontresina, 
in the Upper Engadine. Another gift is a 
copy of the Athena of Lemnos attributed 
te Pheidias, which Mr. George Foster Pea- 
body has presented to the Hall of Casts. 
One of the purchases with the proceeds of 
the Woodward Fund is a delightfully fresh 
and natural landscape by Leonard Ocht- 
man which won the Inness Gold Meda! 
this year at the exhibition of the National 
Academy. It is called ‘‘ A Gray Morning.” 

It will not do to forget a loan of a very 
popular painting which is seen every- 
where in etching, engraving, and colored 
photograph, the “ Springtime,” by’'Cot. It 
camegup in the Lyall sale last Winter and 
was Bought in by the family. Mrs. Good- 
now and Mrs. Bigelow, the daughters of 
Mr. Lyall, have lent it to the Museum. 

Mr. Robert J. Kimball lends the original 
painting by Heinrich Hoffman, from which 
the latter made his large picture of “ Chirist 
Disputing With the Doctors in the Temple,” 
a picture intensely admired by thousands 
of devout persons, although as a work of 
art it has received scant reverence from the 
critics. The subject, not the artistic value, 
has carried it everywhere. 

In the lower galleries new loans meet 
the eye. Here are cases filled with select 
specimens of Mr, Tiffany’s favrile glass, 
Gould of Manhat- 
tan, and a suit of Japanese armor lent by 
Mr. Charles M, Skinner. Mrs. EB. Le Grand 
Beers shows her collection of fans with 
sticks of mother of pearl and ivory, and 
yictures delicately painted.

“IN THE SHOPS. 


There is a new bed on the market which 
appears to be excellent for a small house 
or for a New York flat. When down it is | 
apparently exactly like an ordinary metal 
bedstead, except that at the head and foot 
are cross pieces instead of perpendicular 


rods, as in an ordinary bed. It is also to 
be seen that at one side of the bed there 
are two feet on either end. All of this is 
explained when the bed is closed. The 
head and foot pieces collapse, the cross 
pieces folding up, and the front posts roll 
on castors up to those in the back. The 
bed is turned UP. ready made, and stands 
against the wall, out of the way. Across 
the under side of the bed is a piece of cloth 
which matches the valance at the front. 
This last falls down over the other, cover- 
ing the front bar of the bedstead when it 
ie raised, and the whole thing is presenta- 
e.

These bedsteads are all of metal, and 
there is no iron about it with the exception 
of the supports to the spring bed. The bed- 
stead proper is made of steel tubing, enam- 
eled in different colors. There are twenty- 
five different shades in enamel, some being 


mottled and others plain. A green and a 
silver are both excellent, and the posts to 
the bedstead are either brass or nickel. The 
colored enamels are quite different from 
the ordinary enamels, there being nothing 
about them to chip off, and a hard blow 
might dent the heavy tube, but would not 
affect the enamel. Colors are put on to 
suit the purchaser when desired and match 
room decorations, The beds come in sev- 
eral different sizes. There are the twin 
beds, each three feet wide, which cost $50 
for the two. A single bed of three foot 
width costs $28, a three-foot six-inch bed 
$82.50, the four-foot or ordinary width 
$37.50, and the four-and-a-half-foot bed- 
stead $40. The pillows are strapped to the 
bed before it is turned back and pushed to 
one side, or removed if desired. Otherwise 
yee these in place the bed is ready for 
use when turned down. These are attract- 
ive-looking beds whén in position and en- 
tirely sanitary.

REFORM CLUB ACTION. 


After thls year the Reform Club will lose 
its official features almost entirely. There 
will be no restaurant or café in its new 
quarters, which are to be arranged for by 
the committee on lease after the end of 
next December. There will be reading 
rooms, and the members may meet for 
conversation or discussion or even chatter, 
but beyond that there will be little of the 
social about the club, except perhaps an 
annual dinner or maybe smokers oftener 
than that. 

This general plan, without details, was 
adopted at a meeting held last night in the 
clubhouse at Twenty-seventh Street and 
Fifth Avenue. The assembly room was 
crowded. The element representing the 
older. members—the same who sent out a 
few days ago the circular stating it as their 
view that the organjzation ought to give 
up its restaurant and café and such like 
features and devote itself to its original 
urposes of reform—won by a large major- 
ty over the younger contingent when the 
question of future policy came to a vote. 

There were many speeches and some 
warm arguments on both sides. Among 
those who talked were Louis Windmuller 
and John De Witt Warner. The former 
proposed that there be a compromise plan 
—some social features, limited restaurant 
facilities in the new club rooms, and plenty 
of. sitting rooms. The opponents of the 
restaurant and café, however, were not in 
a compromising humor, as/they had plenty 
of votes on their side. The Committee on 
Lenee had been delegated to arrange the 
details of the new quarters, the vote having 
decided the general policy. 

The lease on the present clubhouse will 
expire Dec. 31. The organization's equity 
in ths property is such that they will 
have a fund of more than $300,000 after 
getting their share. According to the cir- 
cular issued by the older members’ repre- 
sentative a few days ago, this fund now 
is to be devoted largely to maintaining com- 
mittees and promulgating the ideas the 
club represented when it Was organized. 
One of the members said after the meeting 
that he _ thought the special committee 
would select rooms down town somewhere. 
When the club first found it was to leave 
its present-home there was talk of a move- 
ment up town, and a new house on ap- 
proved club lines; but later the members 
who won out last night et together and 
overthrew this scheme. he fund, besides 
‘maintaining committees and the like, said 
a member who told of the meeting, prob- 
ably will be used in part for building up a 
fine library.

WEATHER BUREAU CROP REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—The Weather Bu- 
reau’s weekly crop report is as follows: 

The week ended June 15 Was abnormally cool 
in nearly all districts east of the Rocky Mount- 
ains, the minimum temperatures from the 10th 
to the 13th throughout the central valleys and 
Southern States being the lowest of record for 
the second decade of June, and heavy frosts were 
of general occurrence in the Upper Missouri Val- 
ley, with light frosts as far south as Tennessee. 
Under these conditions the growth of vegetation 
has been slow, but, with a very general absence 
of rain or light local showers in the central val- 
leys much needed, cultivation has made favora- 
ble progress. The long-continued and disastrous 
drought in New England and the northern por- 
tion of the Middle Atlantic States has been whol- 
ly relieved, (being succeeded in some sections by 
fiood conditions,) and the widespread forest fires 
in these districts extinguished. Generally favor- 
able conditions prevailed on the Pacific Coast, 
except during the early part of the week in 
Washington, where drying northerly winds 
proved injurious in some sections. The week was 
unseasonably warm in the eastern portions of 
Oregon and Washington and in Idaho and North- 
ern Nevada. 

While planting, replanting, and cultivation of 
corn in the central valleys have been vigorously 
pushed, considerable planting remains unfinished 
in the Northern districts. Corn is unusually late 
and has made very slow growth under the low 
temperatures of the past week. In the Middle 
and: South Atlantic States the crop is much in 
need of cultivation, and in the Southern valleys 
is largely laid by. o 

Winter wheat harvest is in progress as far 
north as the southern portions of Kansas, Mis- 
sourl, Illinois, Indiana, and Virginia. While an 
improvement in the condition of this crop is in- 
dicated in Northern Illinois, Ohio, and over the 


northern portion of the Middle Atlantic States, it 
has suffered deterforation 
the Winter wheat belt as a result of insects and 
increasing rust. In California the crop As ™. 
turing rapidly and harvest is in progress in the 
southern portion, with heavy yields. In Oregon 
and Washington Winter wheat is heading short, 
but with good heads in Oregon. The crop was 
threatened by hot, drying winds in Washington 
during the latter part of the week, but escaped 
with slight injury. 

Spring wheat is in generally thrifty condition, 
but needs rain in portions of the Dakotas. 
Over the southern portion of the Spring wheat 
region. the condition of the crop is very promis- 
ing and a marked improvement is shown in Ore- 
gon, but in Washington it has experienced try- 
ing conditions, although apparently not seri- 
ously injured 

Oats have made'favorable advancement in the 
Lower Missouri and Upper Mississippi Valleys, 
but need rain in the Dakotas, In Michigan 
the crop is backward and uneven, and while gen- 
eral improvement is indicated in the Ohio Val- 
ley, a light yield is promised In Indiana and 
Pennsylvania, 

Cotton continues very backward, having nade 
slow growth under abnormally low temperatures. 
Chopping has made favorable progress through- 
out the belt, but cultivation is not well ad- 
vanced except in portions of the central dis- 
tricts. Rains have been beneficial 
where fair stands of early planted are now in- 
dicated, but cutworms are proving injurious In 
north central and the boll weevil continues de- 
structive in south central counties, 

All reports respecting tobacco indicate that 
this crop has made favorable progress and that 
transplanting is now finished, except in the 
more northerly sections and on some bottom 
lands in Virginia and Ohio. Frosts injured the 
crop to some extent in exposed places in Wis- 
consin. e 

Except in Michigan and the Ohio Valley and 
Middle Atlantic. States, 
hay is Indicated, the 
crop continues promising. 
rains ycaused decided improvement, 
came too late to save the crop.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS | 


‘Stocks irregular. 

Money easy, 2@2% per cent. 

Tuesday began gloomily. London was 
informed. by our local philanthropists, 
who benevolently warn intending buyers 
against paying excessive prices, that 
* there would be an anthracite strike, that 
Atchison would be.worth much less after 
it had passed its dividend, and that 
something. more than domestic affliction 
was hidden under the suicide of an es- 
teemed local bank ‘official. Naturally 
lower prices came from London, or at 
least through London, and the list looked 
for a while much as it did last week. 
‘But shortly after midday it was noticed 
that stocks were being lost without cor- 
responding effect in depressing prices. 
There is nothing a benevolent bear 
loathes like seeing bargain hunters take 
stocks away to keep, leaving the bears 
to cover in a rising market. Whenever 
bears discover that anybody is buying 
stocks except themselves they can be re- 
lied upon-to start early, being a little 
lame through having parted with what 
they do not possess. And the market 
became as strong as it had been weak. 
The net changes afford no fair idea of | 
the fall and the rise, the improvement, 
although general, averaging under 1. 
Consolidated Gas ranged through about 
3 points, but netted only a fractional ad- 
vance. For another example, Colorado 
Fuel, with an equal range, closed 2% 
down, as the denial of the bear report 
regarding it was not made until after 
the close. Union Pacific ranged between 
78% and 80%, closing with the day’s 
best bid, and yet with only fractional 
improvement. Atchison was the only 
stock of which over 100,000 shares were 
sold, and it also closed at its highest, but 
with a fractional loss. Delaware and 
Hudson was inactive, but its recent loss 
makes rather notable its rise of 2%, 
about the best done by representative 
properties. Amalgamated Copper ad- 
vanced despite the weakness in the 
metal, but the weakness in the iron mar- 
ket was not reflected in the price of the 
Stee's. The coal stocks were responsive 
to the progress in the conciliation mat- 
ter, and Metropolitan fell with the wash- 
ing cits dirty linen. Despite such in- 
dividual responses to specific considera- 
tions, it cannot be said that the list as a 
whole reflected the day’s news. The 
market still seems artificial, under be- 
nevolent control for the better whenever 
a2 disturbing level is reached, and with 
the certainty that there is also an up- 
ward limit in the banking and other con- 
Citions. It will require stronger news 
than is now in sight to prevent recur- 
rence to the old dull days, when stocks 
were washed by the yard for movements 
of an eighth. 

There was news about the cotton crop 
which might well have stimulated spec- 
ulation, but so artificial is that market 
thet prices broke, to no one’s regret. 
The advance in the sterling market takes 
it to the verge of gold exports. The re- 
euction in domestic iron was followed by 
an er in imported stock, suggesting 
the> competitive reductions are not yet 
er.dec, and that a firm basis for business 
iz still in the future. The settlement of 
the coal strike is a good thing for the 
market regardless of how it is settled. 
The non-union miners are unrepresented 
upon the Conciliation Board, and to that 
extent non-union labor is prejudiced, but 
not to its financial loss. Pennsylvania 
subscriptions come in so briskly that 
the $45,000,000 due on the 27th will al- 
moet certainly be increased by voluntary 
payments in full to $60,000,000 or more. 
As the company is carrying large loans 
which it will defray from these pay- 
ments, the effect upon the-money mar- 
ket is considerable and good, since it 
fathers and supplies to the money mar- 
k2t many small subscriptions which are 
not “money market money” until ag- 
gregaied. The stockholders have never 
shown greater interest in any issue, and 
heretofore they have taken substantially 
ali offered them. A round million was 
peid in advance of the opening of the 
books and $4,000,000 was paid in the 
first two days. The underwriters have 
not had a sinecure, and they are not 
likely to get much stock. The closing of 
the subscription, or earlier knowledge of 
ite result, is likely to benefit the stock 
market by removing from it a conten-

FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


The bears Who on Monday were so assid- 
uously and courageously selling’ stocks 
short made a concerted raid upon the mar- 
ket yesterday in the first hour of trading 
only to find, as it was confidently pre- 
dicted they would find, not only that no 
liquidation was being forced, but that some 
one was “holding the bag” and willingly 
taking stocks as offered. The would-be 


depressors of prices had some London op- 
erators as company in the selling move- 
ment, sent from this side. At the same 
time the now familiar device was hit 
upon of sending over orders from this side 
tor London to sell in this market, the idea 
being at once to create uneasiness abroad 
and to lead-to the belief here that London 
was genuinely concerned over the. situa- 
tion here. Yet it is a noteworthy fact 
that as soon as this artificial pressure 
ceased the market began to advance and 
in the end. rose substantially from the low 
figures. Indeed it was a matter of general ; 
comment that prices showed fully as good 
recovery as following the extreme weak- 
ness of last week. . 


What in the Street was regarded as the 
most helpful and significant development 
of the day was that the recovery was un- 
der the lead of stocks with which great 
banking interests are conspicuously iden- 
tified, such, for instance, as Union Pacific, 
St. Paul, Erie, and Missouri Pacific. In 
this group the advance in Union Pacific of 
over two points from the low, with a net 
gain of nearly a full point, had most sen- 
timental and encouraging effect because 
taken-to represent the stock market posi- 
tion of the Standard Oil and Kuhn-Loeb 
contingent. It is, of course, an open secret 
that these interests are now bullish on the 
market and d¢@ not hesitate to declare 
themselves to that effect. That the Union 
Pacific advance yesterday was due to in- 
side buying is beyond question. In Erie 
Morgan brokers. were open buyers, with 
Mr. Hill quoted as very bullish on the 
stocks. The Gould interests took Missouri 
Pacific and the Gould stocks generally in 
the afternoon. 


While under such market conditions as 
yesterday it is not possible aceurately to 
determine the source of the principal sell- 
ing, there is basis for the statement that 
the bulk of it was by the Western interests 
who continue to talk bearishly on the mar- 
ket and on the situation generally—this 
in marked contrast to their altogether 
optimistic views when prices some six 
months ago were at the top. The so- 
called Weil crowd, whatever selling they 
may have done on the day previous, cer- 
tainly did not seem disposed to pursue 
their advantage further yesterday, for on 
the morning break they covered extensive- 
ly. Keene and Connor brokers were buyers 
around the room the greater part of the 
day. The belief is that these two operators 
and the important interests whom they 
represent have been steadily accumulat- 
ing stocks for a long pull. 


Of the market in general it may be said 
that its action did more to inspire con- 
fidence than did even the rally from the 
low of last week, for the reason that for 
the second time in a very few days it ef- 
fectually established that there is a level 
at which investment buying becomes so 
persistentgand enormous that stocks can- 
not easily break through them. That level 
Was reacited at the low prices of yesterday, 
and it is worth noticing that it was some- 
what above the low of the previous de- 
cline—this due to the fact that after the 
last recovery big buying orders were placed 
in the market “ good until canceled” at 
prices. below the then market level by 
large interests who on the previous break 
had failed to obtain as much stock as they 
desired. If despite this support yester- 
day's market had fallen to below the low 
ake age of Wednesday last, it would have 

en necessary to abandon the theory that 
quotations had fallen to a basis sufficient- 
ly low to attract heavy investment buying 
and, instead, to conclude that such support 
as had appeared then was largely artifi- 
cial. This is not now necessary. Lord 
Rothschild was not alone in his investment 
purchases. 


The early drive against the market was 
skillfully planned and carried out, and the 
wonder almost is that it should have had 
so little effect. Selling orders of 5,000-share 
lots each were distributed among a number 
of representative houses who ofttimes do 
business for important interests; coinci- 
dentally various rumors were put out of 
strike action to be taken at Scranton; the 
suicide of a National bank officer was 


magnified so greatly that finally the re- 
port was of a mee defalcation, with the 
probability of trouble for the bank; stories 
of fresh trouble between the Rockefeller 
and Gould interests on the one side and 
Pennsylvania on the other were spread 
broadcast, and there were even sugges- 
tions of a money squeeze. Nevertheless, 
no one became seriously alarmed, nor was 
there = wild rush to sell. Instead, the 
buying already referred to showed steadily, 
until finally the bears were forced to sus- 
pend operations—beaten. If all reports are 
true, the short interest in the market as a 
result is now greater than it has ever 
been. 

The coal stocks were helped by the action 
taken at the miners’ convention at Scran- 
ton, whereby all possibility of a strike 
seems to be averted. Philadelphia inter- 
ests were buyers during the day of Reading 
and Pennsylvania, and joined the Morgan 
brokers also in purchases of the Eries. The 
limited floating supply of the Erie pre- 
ferred shares was well illustrated yester- 
day, when in theJast half hour the second 
preferred jumped a full point on the trans- 
fer of a single hundred shares. 


The sharp breaks in the morning in such 
stocks as Baltimore and Ohio, Colorado 
Fuel, Norfolk and Western, Atchison and 
Louisville were said to have regulted large- 
ly from pressure by the Gates people. In- 
asmuch as these stocks—Colorado Fuel 


excepted—later recovered decidedly the 
supposition is that the early sellers were 
later buying back the stocks at a loss, In- 
cidentally the Westerners generally are 
not looked upon with such awe and ad- 
miration, nor followed so freely, as they 
were before their wretched failure’'to boom 
prices in the Fall—a failure. that greatly 
depleted the pocketbooks of themselves 
and their hangers on. 


Time money is coming to be offered more 
and more freely with sixty and ninety day 
money at 4 per cent. and with five and six 


months funds at 4% and 5 per cent. It is 
believed that the first receipts of Klondike 
gold at the coast will be announced early 
next week. 


Speculative selling in Copper gave Stand- 
ard Oil interests an opportunity, of which 
they are reported to have’.availed them- 
selves, to add to their holdings of that 


stock. Best opinion now is that, following 
the action of the Calumet & Hecla peeple, 
the Amalgamated officials will at their 
meeting next month declare an increased 
dividend. 


The opinion grows, and the action of the 
stock suggests it, that the buying of Balti- 
more’ and Ohio is by the most important 
financiers in the country, and that a 


* deal’ of some kind Is on in the property. 
The same people who are buying this stock 
seem also to heavy purchasers of Penn- 
sylvania. 


GOLD EXPORT PROSPECTS. 


The exchange mafket yesterday experi- 
enced another of the violent fluctuations by 
which it has been characterized during the 
past few weeks, rates advancing to a point 
at which gold shipments on Thursday by 
the ‘triangular operation’’ become a 
strong possibility. It was difficuit to ac- 
ecunt for the advance in the price of de- 
rand sterling yesterday afternoon after 
L«endon had reversed its position of seller, | 
which it had held at the opening, and was 
buying stocks freely. But nevertheless rates 
for all classes of bills advanced steadily 
all day, demand sterling bringing 4,87.90 at 


the close. an advatice of 45 points over. last 
week's closing quotation. 

The rise of one-half centime in the price 
of London checks at Paris did not nearly 


offset the rise in sterling he 
consequence rates stand at what 
practical Sold -shiynins point; that 
say, the rate at which gold can be 
without profit or loss. 

The shipping of gold, however, is an opei’- 
ation which necessitates considerable 
trouble and risk, and consequently the 
metal is seldom shipped unless a consider- 
able saving. can be effected doing so. 
The question, then, as to whether or not 
we are to have a retiewal of t Id €x- 
port movement to-morrow. depends upon 
the urgency of the obligations which our 
bankers have to meet abroad, That at 
least two large firms have heavy maturities 
to, meet is a settled fact, and as to-mor- 
row’s French steamer is a fast boat, it is 
not improbable that they will avail them- 
sclves of el opportunity to liquidate some 
of their indebtedness. ’ 

Much depended upon London's attitude 
toward our security markets this morning. 
f there is a continuation of the heavy 
buying, of yesterday afternoon, and that 
buying is genuine, for London account, 
the upward movement in the market for 
sterling may be reversed, and no gold en- 
gaged for export. But if London's buying 
orders merely represent orders cabled from 
this side it is possible that such a buying 
movement might take place with absolutely 
no effect on the sterl ng market.

MAYOR FISKE SUED ON CHECK. 


Counsel for Plumbers Says Two Given 
by Mount Vernon’s Executive 
Were Marked “N. G.”. 


Mayor Edwin W. Fiske of Mount Vernon 
has been summoned to appear in supple- 
mentary proceedings because of a check 
drawn on the Mount Vernon Trust Com- 
pany for $137.90, which came back “N. G.” 
Mr. Fiske is also to be sued civilly, as well 
as Willlam J. Marshall, the Corporation 
Ccunsel of Mount Vernon, who indorsed the 
check. 

The trouble for the Mayor arises out of 
a bill for plumbing which the steam fitting 
firm of Simmons & Co. of 110 Centre Street 
placed in the hands of Henry Sykes of 346 
Broadway for collection shortly before the 
last election, amounting to $600. Execution 
against the Mayor was obtained, and after 
a demurrer against an order to appear in 
Supplementary proceedings had been: set 
aside, he paid. Payment was made by 
check and notes. The check came back 
from the bank unpaid, but the notes were 
satisfied. 

Mr. Sykes again made application for 
Mayor Fiske to apueer in supplementary 
proceedings to explain why he did not pay 
the remainder of the debt. He was to ap- 
‘ear in court on June 6 last. On June 5 

r. Sykes was called = by telephone by 
Corporation Counsei William J, Marshal! of 
Mount Vernon, who told Mr. Sykes that 
Mr. Fiske would pay. When informed, how- 
ever, that payment was to be made by 
check, Mr. Sykes refused to accept it. Mr. 
Marshall then said that he would indorse 
the check, and upon this promise Mr. Sykes 
accepted the proposition. He received the 
check of $137.90, signed by Mr. Fiske and 
indorsed by Mr. Marshall, but that check 
also came back marked ‘‘ N. G,” 


SCHEDULE OF STEEL PRICES. 


Few Changes Likely Except for Rails 
and Billets. 


Officials of the subsidiary companies of 
the United States Steel Corporation and 
representatives of the independent steel 
producing companies have been meeting in 
this city for some days to arrange for the 
schedule of prices for the year 1904. An 
announcement regarding the schedule will 
probably be made to-morrow. It is under- 
stood that no important changes in the 
price list will be made, except in the case 
of steel billets and rails, the prices for 
which articles will be brought closer to- 
gether. They are now selling at $29.50 and 
$28 respectively. 

It is understood that E. H. Harriman 
has practically closed a contract with the 
Steel Trust for 100,000 tons of steel rails 
for delivery next year for the Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific Railroads. The price 
alleged to have been fixed on the purchase 
is $28 per ton, or on the same basis as for 
the current year. So far as is known, this 
is the first order for steel rails placed for 
1904 delivery. 

The steel plate association, which includes 
in its membership the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany, the Federal Steel Company, Worth 
Brothers, Tidewater Steel Company, Otis 
Steel Company, Cambria Steel Company, 
Pennsylvania Steel Company, and smaller 
concerns, has concluded a series of meet- 
ings in New York without making any 
change in prices. 

Pig iron has been reduced again in price, 
some furnaces offering No. 1 Northern 
pig iron at $19.50 per ton. 


MR. SAGE CAUGHT NAPPING. 


Made Protest Too Late Against Assess- 
ments and Must Pay on $2,000,000— 
Record-Breaking Collections. 


Russell] Sage has been caught napping 
in the matter of personal taxes, and as a 
resuit he will be obliged now to pay taxes 
on an assessment of $2,000,000 instead of 
on $600,000 as he heretofore has done. 
This was ascertained yesterday in the Tax 
Department offices. The aged financier, 
it seems, thought he had until the Ist of 
June to secure alterations in his assess- 
ment, whereas his time expired on May 1, 
He allowed the time to run along, and when 


he sought in the latter part of the month 
to secure the change in the assessment 
that had been levied against him he could 
not do so. The personal tax books now 
have been closed and the assessment of 
$2,000,000 must stand. 

The personal assessment against An- 
drew Carnegie is the largest on the books, 
aggregating $5,000,000, while in addition he 
pays taxes on $2,000,000 of realty. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan pays on $400,000 of personal 

roperty by consent. He was assessed for 

600,000 and wrote that his obligations 
amounted to more than that sum and 
therefore would legally absolve him 
from payment on any personal property. 
However, he consented to pay on $400,000, 
and the change was made. 

In all there were 10,200 applications 
made for a revision of the assessment 
levied. The list of corporations taxed this 
year reaches 12,000, or 1,700 more than 
last year. Announcement was made from 
the Bureau for the Collection of Assess- 
ments and Arrears yesterday that during 
the first half of the month of June the col- 
lections for the bureau aggregated $1,150,- 
000. This is the largest amount ever col- 
lected in any half month. 


HERLIHY RESTORED TO DUTY. 


Captain Who Mandamused Gen. Greene 
Will Get Back Pay. 


Acting upon the advice of the Corporation 
Counsel, Police Commissioner Greene yes- 
terday lifted the suspension of Capt. John 
D. Herlihy, which has been in force since 
January last, and assigned the Captain to 
the command of the East One Hundred and 
Fourth Street Station, the place made va- 
cant by the retirement two.weeks ago of 
Capt. Michael Smith. 

Capt. Herlihy recently, through counsel, 
served on the Police Commissioner a writ 
of mandamus to show cause why he should 
not be reinstated in duty and receive his 
back pay. The matter was placed in the 
hands of the Corporation Counsel, who 
holds that the Commissioner has no right 
to withhold the pay or to suspend from 
duty a police officer not under charges 
in the olice Department. Rather than 
have Herlihy idle the Commissioner said 
he would assign him to duty. 

Herlihy was suspended by the Commis- 
sioner because he was under criminal 
charges for alleged neglect of duty while 
in command of the Eldridge Street police 
station. His trial is to come up In General! 
Sessions some time this Fall, Herlihy re- 
cently having secured a lengthy adjourn- 
ment in the case. 


NEW PATROL SYSTEM READY. 


Gen. Greene’s Rearrangement of Hours 
to Go Into Effect Next Monday. 


Police Commissioner Greene announced 
yesterday afternoon that the improvements 
in the patrol system, on which he has been 
working for some time, had been complet- 
ed, and that the new system would go into 
force at 8 o'clock next Monday morning in 
all five boroughs of Greater New York. 

_“ The basis of the new system,” said the 
Commissioner, “is that in place of the 
men having eight hours of patrol duty, fol- 
lowed or preceded by four hours of reserve 
duty, making twelve hours in one stretch, 
there is now always at least four hours at 


home after being eight hours on duty, or on 
reserve. It may have been forgotten, or 
not appreciated, that when I took hold of 
the department the patrol system then in 
vogue required nine hours of patrol duty 
and seven of reserve, making sixteen hours 
in all, with only eight hours at home, and 
during the night an entire force was 
either in the station house or on the street. 

“Under the system that will now go into 
effect, =o for a swing an Sunday, there 
will never more than eight hours’ duty 
at any time. The aencer swing gives the 

trolman _ thirty-two ours continuous 
futy, one Sunday in three. On the two 
other Sundays he will do either six hours 
patrol duty and four hours of reserve, or 
eight hours of patrol and sixteen of re- 
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BANKER 
Second Vice President Dean of the 
Seaboard a Suicide. 


Iliness in His Family Said to Have Wor- 
ried Him—His Bank Accounts Said 
to be Perfectly Straight. 


Frank Dean, Second Vice President of the 
Seaboard National Bank, 18 Broadway, 
killed himself yesterday morning at ~his 
home, 152 Highland Avenue, Orange, N. J. 
Mr. Dean entered the Seaboard Bank Feb. 
1, having been cashier and Vice President 
of the Fifth Avenue Bank of New York 
previous to his new connection. He had 
served with the latter institution for 
twenty-one years, having joined the bank- 
ing firm when he was twenty years old. 

At both banks it was stated yesterday 
that there was no trouble with the affairs 
of Mr. Dean, and that his accounts with 
the banks were in perfect condition, In 
both institutions there were expressions 
‘of profound regret at the news from 
Orange. 

At his home it was said that Mr. Dean 
had appeared in his usual good health, 
though it had been noticed for some time 
that he had spells of melancholy, when 
he would keep to himself. He would rouse 
himself from these and be cheery and 
happy. Sunday he suffered with a re- 
newal of his depression, and though, as 
was his custom, he was courteous and kind- 
ly, he kept to himself, He went to the 
cellar frequently in the last few days, as 
if looking for something, and when he was 
asked if he needed assistance, he would 
smile and answer that he did not. 

Monday was the sixteenth anniversary 
of his marriage, and he planned to have a 
few friends gather at the house in the 
evening. His wife, who has been an in- 
valid for four years, being attended by a 
trained nurse, seemed able to be present. 
Mrs, Dean was Miss Hannah Van Ben- 
schoeten of Brooklyn. His son Rodney, 


thirteen years old, was on the rapid road 
to recovery after an attack of pneumonia. 
Mr. Dean went to his work in cheerful 
spirits. Before leaving the bank he told 
how much he expected to enjoy the cele- 
bration at his home. The officials con- 
gratulated him on the event, and Samuel 
G. Bayne, the President, complimented him 
on his four months’ service. Mr. Dean 
remarked that thie in itself would prove 
a pcosent gift to his wife, and went home. 

‘here he learned that his wife was not 
as well as she had appeared to be in the 
morning, and that she could not join in the 
entertainment he had planned. It would 
also be impossible for his boy to look in on 
the company. 

Mr. Dean was cheerful through the even- 
ing, seeing to it that his friends enjoyed 
themseives, When they were gone he bade 
his wife good night, and assured her that 
she would soon be herself again, and must 
be nearly through with her four years of 
illness. Finding that his son was resting 
quietly, he retired. He was cheerful in the 
morning, kissed his wife good-bye at about 
the time he usually started for his train, 
and looked in on his boy, ‘ 

Instead of leaving by the front door he 
went to the cellar, where he shot himseif 
through the heart. His mother, Who is 
seventy years old, heard the report, and 
was followed by servants to the cellar, 
where they found Mr, Dean unconscious 
and dying. 

Dr. W. A. Wakely, the family physician, 
was called, Dut the man was dead on his 
arrival. He left no note to tell why he had 
killed himself. Mrs. Dean had to be told 
of her husband’s death. Jt is feared that 
the shock will kill her. Rodney has not 
been told of his father's death, as he is not 
yet out of danger. The father and his boy 
were devoted companions. Mr, Dean went 
to live In the Oranges three years ago. 
His home previously had been at 103 Rod- 
ney Street, Brooklyn. 

President A. 8. Frissell of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Bank, with whom Dean had worked 
for many years, when seen yesterday, sald: 

“TIT have known Mr, Dean intimately 
since he was a youngster, and he grew 
up with this bank. I can assign no reason 
for his suicide. His financial affairs were 
in excellent shape, and he had not been 
speculating. Mr. Dean was a man of cul- 
ture, fond of literature and art, and above 
all other things, his life was centred in his 
home. He must have been suffering from 
temporary insanity when he toek his life. 

‘Mr. Dean came to us as a clerk twenty- 
one years ago, and worked himself up to 
the position of cashier. When he resigned 
in January to go over to the Seaboard, we 
thought so much of him that we retained 
him as a Director in the Fifth Avenue 
Bank. We are all deeply distressed at this 
shocking news." 

President Bayne of the Seaboard Na- 
tional Bank said that he knew of no pos- 
sible reason why Mr. Dean should kill him- 
self. He was steady. trustworthy, and out- 
side of the bank had no business interests 
other than in the Fifth Avenue. His ac- 
counts were perfectly straight, and his 
act was a mysterv. F. G. Nelson of the 
same bank told of the dead man’s fond- 
ness for his family, and the fact that he 
worried a good deal over the constant ill- 
ness at home. He said that the officials 
had lost a dear friend and a capable officer. 


MR. JEROME'S INVESTIGATIONS. 


Old Dock Board Affairs Taken Up— 
Turn of the Aqueduct Commis- 
sioners to Come. 


District Attorney Jerome announced yes- 
terday that he had begun an investigation 
into the administration of the Dock De- 
partment under the last Tammany régime, 
when Charles F. Murphy, now leader of 
Tammany Hall; Peter F. Meyer, Croker's 
real estate partner, and J. Sergeant Cram 
were the Commissioners. More partic- 
ularly Mr. Jerome will look into the letting 
of contracts by the department to Fleming 
& Brown and the New York Dredging Com- 
pany, Murphy's firm. He will also investi- 
gate the manner of making out Treasurer's 
order under the old régime. 

The investigation will be held before Jus- 
tice Mayer. Assistant District Attorney 
Marshall B. Clarke will represent the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office. he information 
laid before, Justice Mayer has been drafted 
by Mr. Jerome himself, and is based on in- 
formation submitted to him. Subpoenas 
have been issued for a number of wit- 
nesses. 

Mr. Jerome said that in a few days he 
would begin to investigate in a similar 
manner certain information regarding the 
Aqueduct Board, submitted to him by the 
Committee on Water Supply of the Mer- 
chants’ Association.

ALDERMEN FAVOR GERMAN.

Mr. Lynn yesterday asked Recorder Goff to 
grant him further delay, so as to give him 
an opportunity to familiarize himself with 


the case, the causes leading up to the shoot- 
ing, and to inquire into the mental condi- 
tion of his client. 

“The indictment against this defendant,” 
said Mr. Lynn, “ was found while the echo 
of the shots were still reverberating through 
the building and the confusion that followed 
in the qpervecnts to the Grand Jury roo 
was ut its climax. There seems to be neith- 
er Breegpent for nor propriety in such haste 
as ed 

Recorder Goff said that while haste was 
a good thing, yet the defendant had a right 
to be surrounded at all times by the maj- 
esty of the law, which should not be ad- 
ministered in a panicky manner, but with 
due regard to the interests of the defend- 
ant. e Recorder then set June 30 for the 
trial, and he also gave Mr. Lynn permis- 
sion to inpect the minutes of the Grand 
Jury. A special jury will be asked for by 
the District Attorney. 

The inquest on the body of the murdered 
man Was held before Coroner Goldenkranz. 
Two bullets were found in the body. The 
bullet in-the head had fractured the skull. 
This bullet, which was exhibited, had been 
flattened out as if a trolley car had run 
over it. A verdict holding Spencer respon- 
sible was found without the jury leaving 
the box. 

Phillip Bray, who Was with the murdered 
man and who was hit by a stray bullet, 
hud recovered sufficiently to be abie to 
leave the hospital vesterday. He will be 
an important witness against Spencer. 

Spencer is as cool as ever. He eats hearty 
meals in the Tombs and slept soundly all 
night following the murder. ‘hen he was 
arraigred before the Recorder he seemed 
the most unconcerned man in the court 
room.

LEGAL NOTES. 


LIABILITY OF TELEGRAPH COMPANIES.—An 
Alabama court has rendered a decision to 
the effect that a grandmother is entitled 
to recover damages for mental anguish oc- 
casioned by the failure of a telegraph com- 
pany to promptly deliver to her a telegram 


announcing the serious illness of her 
grandchild. (Western Union Tel. Co. vs. 
Crocker, 59 Lawyers’ Reports Annotated, 
uOS.) Delivery of a telegram directed to 
a person in care of a railroad company at 


‘a certain place, to the ticket agent of the 


company there, after making extensive 
search for the sendee, is held, in the case 
of Lefler vs. Western Union Tel. Co, (59 
Lawyers’ Reports Annotated, ») to re- 
Heve the telegraph company from further 
liability. Loss sustained by performance 
of a contract closed at a price quoted in a 
telegram as changed in transmission, is 
held, in the case of the German Fruit Com- 
pany vs. Western Usion Tel. Co. (59 Law- 
yers’ Reportg Annotated, 575,) not to make 
the telegraph company liable, where the 
sendee, from his knowledge of the market, 
knew that a mistake must have occurred, 
and acted in had faith, since the contract 
not being binding upon the sender, it is 
held that he cannot voluntarily perform it 
and throw the loss on the company.

BLACKWELL'S ISLAND 
BRIDGE APPROACH PLAN 


Mr. Lindenthal Favors the Fifty- 
seventh Street Suggestion. 


Would Also Have One Cross-Town 
Track on Fifty-ninth and Another 
on Sixtieth Street — Brooklyn 
Bridge Traffic Delay. 


Bridge Commissioner Lindenthal yester- 
day gave out the plan he has evolved as 
a solution for the Blackwell's Isiand Bridge 
approach, ceming out in favor of the sug- 
gestion made to him some time ago to 
utilize Fifty-sevénth Street for the Queen's 
County trolley cars. The Commissioner's 
report is made at the request of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment. 

He says he is opposed to the proposed 
widening of Fifty-ninth or Sixtieth Street 
and advocates the placing of one C¢cross- 
town track on Fifty-ninth Street and an- 
other on Sixtieth Street. This is to dispose 
of the present cresstown traffic on Fifty- 
ninth Street. He also advocates the pas- 
sage of an ordinance requiring vehicular 
traffic to use one street when éastbound 
and another when westbound. The Com- 
missioner calls attention to the fact that 
this system ig in use in Philadelphia with 
both the stpeet raflway seryice and the 
vehicular traffic, and that there it is found 
to work admirably. He states that the 
widening. of Fifty-ninth Street would cost 
in eXGess of $12,000,000, exceeding the cost 
of construction of the entire Blackwell's 
Island’ Bridge, and would be greater, he 
suggests, than the advantages thal would 
come from the improvement. 

As for the through trolley traffic run- 
ning over the bridge and thence across 
Manhattan Island, the Commissioner 
strongly odvocates the use of Fifty-seventh 
Street, which is 100 feet wide. His plans 
comprehend the ayiok out of a big plaza 
by setting aside 100 feet of land, In a strip 


runnin from Sixtieth Street to Fifty- 
seventh Street, on the west side of Second 
Avenue, at which point all changes from 
overhead to underground trolley systems 
ean be made. This would take care of 
ali the through Queen's Borough traffic on 
Fifty-seventh Street and permit transfer- 
ing to all the avenue lines in this borough. 
On the plan to use Sixtieth Street for traffic 
going in one direction it is contemplated 
to have a curve at Fifth Avenue so that 
Sixtieth Street traffic there can be diverted 
to Fifty-ninth Street to Bighth Avenue and 
thus be taken from the park, At Central 
Park West it again would be turned up to 
Sixtieth Street and thence west on that 
street, 

Bridge Commissioner Lindenthal yester- 
day also addressed a letter to Mayor Low 
explaining the troubles that resuited in the 
congestion of traffic on the Brooklyn 
Bridge last Saturday afternoon, decluring 
it to be the disregard of the rule issued 
by the Commissioner a week before to the 
effect that between noon and 7 o'clock P. M. 
on Saturdays no through elevated traffic 
should cross the bridge, but that the bridge 
cars only should be run. He writes: 

It should again be explained that the local 
bridge trains are operated by a steel-wire cable, 
the only reliable device now for efficiently sur- 
mounting the ‘‘hump’’ on the bridge. The 
through trains from the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
elevated railroads, however, are operated by 
electrical power, and they switch in between the 
cable-drawn bridge trains whenever they are al- 
lowed upon the bridge. The chronic trouble with 
these through elevated trains is that there is 
never a sufficiency of power to overcome the 
grade over the hump on the bridge when heav- 
ily loaded, The trains get stalled, and then 
have to be pushed: along to a cable-drawn 
bridge train. 

On Saturday afternoons the crowds commence 
to arrive earlier than on week days, because of 
the half holiday and the races at Gravesend. 
The crowds were easily handled on the cable- 
drawn bridge trains on Saturday last until 
4 o'clock, when, at the solicitation of the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Company, the engineer in 
charge of the bridge permitted through elevated 
trains to cross the bridge, and shortly afterward | 
one of the elevated trains was stalled and caused 
a delay of thirty minutes. The trouble was re- 
peated later by another through elevated train 
getting stalled, and causing a delay of thirteen 
minutes, 

The Commissioner says he has taken steps 
to prevent a repetition of the delays by 
ordering a strict enforcement of the rule 
referred to. 4 -
